WasutnaTon, D. C., Jan. 3.—The Senate 

sat for nearly ten consecutive hours today, 

and barely escaped an all-night session. It 
passed Over nearly five pages of its bill, 
metal schedule, which some have main- 
tained would be the turning-point of the bill, 
was not completed, and Mr. Vance almost 
threatened to make a four-days’ speech upon 
the concluding paragraph.

RED CLOUD’S DEMANDS. 

Red Cloud, in an interview today with the 
Secretary of the Interior and Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs, demanded the restoration 
of his horses or cash. ‘The Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs remarked that the whole num- 
ber of horses ken from the Sioux 
up to date was 7,000, which were 
sold for $19,400, and that the War Depart- 
ment could not satisfactorily account for the 
proceeds of these sales. ‘This fact, he added 
ironically, was a strong argument in favor 
of transferring the Indians trom the Lnterior 
Department to the War Department, Red 
Cloud then said; “I wanta newAgent. Mce- 
Ile is quarrelsome, 
and calls us bad names. He says we are old 
women. He steals our supplies. You do 
not make him give vouchers for our su 
plies. You take his word, and he steals 
from us.”

WRATHFUL SPORTS. 
MACE AND SLADE ARRESTED AND HELD TO 
BAIL. 

New York, Jan. 29.—[Special.|—There 
was weeping, and wailing, and gnashing of 
teeth in a certain portion of the community. 
Jem Mace, the eminent English pugilist, and 
llerbert Slade, the New Zealand giant, were

It had been pub- 
lished far and wide that in the Madison 
Square Garden this evening Mace would for- 
mally introduce his gigantic pupil, Slade, to 
a New York audience. Many tickets of ad- 
mission and boxes were sold by Mace in his 
tours of the drinking-saloons during his 
short stay in this city, and today 
bankers, brokers, and others sent to the 
Police Gazette office for boxes. Richard K. 
Fox wasin great glee, and, while Mace held 
an informal reception in one of Fox’s par- 
lors, Slade was kept busily employed in 
counting tickets in another room. Visions 
of bags of greenbacks flitted before Mace’s 
eyes, and pugilists great and small asked the 
privilege of taking partin the performance, 
which, it was understood, was for Mace’s 
benefit. Thomas Early, of Boston, who wore 
a cluster diamond pin as large as a trade- 
dollar, informed his admirers that he was 
the tirst gentleman who sparred with Sulli- 
van, and that he intended to accompany 
Mace and Siade to England in April next. 
Mace, Siade, Early, and ilarding descended 
the staircase and hastily entered a coach in 
waiting. ‘The party was carried to the Met- 
tropolitan Hotel, and there, over a basket of 
champagne, the brilliant outlook was dis- 

cussed. 
AN OFFICIAL VISIT. 

At5o’elock this evening Capt. Williams, 
in civilian’s dress, visited the Metrepoii- 
tan Hotel and went to Koom 356, 
used by Mace. The Captain knocked on 
the door -and a musical voice respondesl, 
“Come hin.” The Captain entered. Mace 
was in bed. He was unacquainted with the 
Captain, but the latter introduced himself 
by saying: “I am Capt. Williams, and | 
have a warrant for your arrest.”” Mace was 
amazed. lie rubbed his eyes and looked 
hard at the Captain. Then he said: “Vy, 
Capting, you are a jokin’, haint you?” 

* Not very much,” answered the Captain, 
and he produced the warrant. Capt. Will- 
iams then went to the adjoining room, occu- 
pled by Slade, and knocked on the door. A 
timid **Come in” was heard by the Captain. 

The room was dark, and the Captain asked, 
“Is Slade here?’ An affirmative reply was 
heard. Then the Captain lighted a match. 
Slade was informed that he was a prisoner, 
and he meekly answered, ** All right. 

The Captain, with Mace and Slade, de- 
scended to the rotunda, and hastened to a 
coach. While riding up Broadway the Cap- 
tain explained to the pugilists that warrants 
had been obtained by Inspector Thorne for 
their arrest upon the ground that their exhi- 
bition might tend to a breach of the peace, 
and it was also explained that their 
sparring exhibition might come under the 
law forbidding prize-fights, as they intended 
to spar for the “gate reeeipts”’ at Madison 
Square Garden. When Mace and Slade 
stood at the desks in the Thirtieth Street 
Station-House, Sergt. Westervelt inscribed 
their names, ages, etc., in his big register. 
The pugilists were toldthat they might be 
admitted to bail pending their appearance at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court this morn- 
ing. Mace suggested Harry Hill as bonds- 
man for Slade and himself. Hill was sent 
for. Ile was feverish when he arrived, and 
said something about the striking of a terri- 
ble blow at “ hathletic sports.”’ 

HELD TO BAIL. 

Mace and Slade were required to give 
bonds in $500 each. Hill furnished the se- 
eurity and took the pugilists in a coach to 
his hotelin Houston street. At 7 o'clock 
the thousands were on their way to the 
Madison Square Garden, and a large force of 
police officers patrolled the sidewalks in the 
front and rear of the buildings. The light- 
ing of the garden was begun, and the doors 
were thrown open. Then Inspector Thorne 
entered and informed the Superintendent 
that no performance would take place. The 
lights were immediately extinguished and 
the doors closed. For over an hour the po- 
lice officers drove thousands of men and boys 
from the neighborhood. ‘The officers became 
hoarse as they shouted, “ No performance.”’ 
Every moment coaches rattled up to the Madi- 
son avenue entrance, ‘Lhe drivers quickly 
learned the state of affairs, and drove rapidly 
away without troubling their passengers 
with information. Mr. Larding consulted 
with the police officers, and occasionally 
opened a coach door and said something in 
a mourful way to the gentleman within. 
Sporting society was grief stricken. Inspector 
Thorne said: “ The police will give the 
pugilists a chance to have the law interpreted 
tothem. It was eminently fitting that we 
should prohibit this perfurmanee. If we had 
raided some exhibition in a cellar we would 
have been told that we should have flown 
higher. Tonight we have flown as high as 
we could. We snatched the emperors in the 
pugilistic world.” 

In Liill’s parlors Mace and Slade grieved, 
and could not be comforted. Bottle after 
bottle was opened, but they were not 
cheered. They agreed that a cruel blow had 
been struck at a sport “wot hevery gentle- 
man likes.”” Richard K. Fox sald, in a de- 
termined manner, that the question of the 
legality of such exhibitions as that proposed 
in the Madison Square Garden tonight 
would be tested at any cost. He directed his 
private counsel to appear in behalf of Mace 
and Slade in the Jefferson Market Police 
Court tomorrow morning. 


DUST TO DUST. 
REMOVING THE REMAINS OF ARCITBISHOP 
HUGHES. 

New York, Jan. 2%.—-(Speciai,|—About 
100 children and a dozen men and women as- 
sembled in front of St. Patrick’s Church (the 
old cathedral), in Mott street, this afternoon, 
to witness the removal of the remains of the 
late Archbishop Hughes from the vault be- 
neath the church, where they had rested for 
over nineteen years. At 2:30 p. m. the sex- 
ton of the cathedral, with six workyhen, re- 
moved the wooden covers to the entrance to 
the vault. The men then descended, taking 


with them the new coffin in which the re 


mains of the late Archbishop were to be de- 
posited for final sepulture in the cathedral. 
The coffin is of polished red cedar, the cor- 
ners being faced with silver, anda large 
wooden cross being raisedon the top. The 
coflin in which the remains had been buried 
since the death of the Archbishop was found 
to be very well preserved, and the leaden 
lining is apparently as good today as it was 
nineteen years The copper-plate on the 
outside was tarnished somewhat, but after 
inscription was 
be as clear as it was when 
first cut. The plate was detached and 
screwed on the cross-beam of the ¢éross 
on the new box. ‘Tlie casket containing the 
remains was carefully deposited in the new 
box, which at 3 o’clock was carried into the 
church, where it was deposited on the floor 
in front of the altar.

At the foot of the 
aisle, and directly in front of the sanctuary, 
a catafalque had been erected. If con- 
sisted of two rising steps and a platform 
about six feet high, covered with black 
Lyons silk velvet, festooned with silver 
fringe. ‘The centre of the drapery is a field 
of gold abgut two feet square. On this cata- 
faique the remains of the late Archbishop 
were placed. There was no ceremony of 
any kind, and the relatives and priests, after 
seeing the casket properly placed, left the 
cathedral. Tomorrow morning the solemn 
high mass will be sung, and at its conclusion 
the remains will be deposited in their final 
resting place in the.catacombs under the 
priests’ altar of the cathedral.

TWO FIRES. 
PIANO FACTORIES IN FLAMES, 

New York, Jan. 2—[Special.}|—Two 
piano facteries were en fire early this morn- 
ing, the second being in flames within an 
hour of the discovery of the first. ‘The first 
fire was at Nos. 34 and 36 University place, 
owned and oecupied by Hazleton Bros. The 
Fire was 
discovered on the fourth floor, near Uni- 
versity place, at 4:55 o’clock. The engineer, 
John Havens, gave an alarm, and ran to the 
engine-room to put out his fires. He 
lost his nerve and remainea below 
until the fire was out, when many 
believed he had perished. The fire 
made rapid headway, burning down to the 
third floor and extending laterally to the rear 
building. The fire was atits hight about 6 
o'clock. It had then traveled through the 
roofs of a)l the buildings and was very fierce, 
owing to the inflammable materials which 
the buildings contained. The fire slackened 
and was fully under control at 7:15 o’clock. 
lt bad gutted the buildings from the beams 
of the third floor, but the walls stood well. 
lIiazleton Brothers claimed to have a stock 
worth from $100,000 to $125,000. The 
building, put up by them in 
1869, cost $80,000. They are insured for $55,- 
000 on stock and $35,000 on the building. 
‘Their estimate ot their loss was “nearly a 
total.”” Insurance experts made a lower 
estimate of the value of thé stock and the 
loss. ‘There is good salvage, and the loss on 
the contents of the building will not exceed 
$70,000, while the damage to the building is 
about $20,000, The firm employed 150 per- 
sons. 

IN THE SAME NEIGHBORHOOD. 

At 6:14 o’clock fire was found making rapid 
headway in Behr Brothers & Co.’s pianoforte 
inanufactory, an old five-story structure at 
Eleventh avenue and West Twenty-ninth 
street. The fire started on the second floor, 
in Twenty-ninth street, near Eleventh ave- 
nue, and spread like a flash. Three alarms 
were sent out, butit was a quarter of an 
hour before the proper number of engines 
were on the ground,some of them due on 
the call being at the University-place 
fire. The factory was in the centre 
of a number of er and 
the firemen were kept busy watching for out- 
breaks to the leeward of the fire. Nothing 
couln have saved the factory, and in an hour 
it was entirely destroyed, and a portion of the 
east wall went through the roof of the var- 
nishing house and store warehouse, No, 550 
West Twenty-ninth street, a three-story 
building. No damage was done outside of 
the factory. During the fire a fireman 
was overcome by smoke, and another 
of the same company had his 
head cut by a falling ladder. A 
member of the firm said that they employed 
about 200 hands, and would resume business 
as soon as possible. The burned building 
was valued at $50,000; insured for $35,000, 
‘The stock in the building was valued by 
Behr Bros. at about $100,000 and machinery 
at $10,000, The insurance was about $80,000, 
The building at No. 550 West Twenty-ninth 
street was damaged $5,V00, 

HUOURATIO FOWKS. 
LATEST MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE. 
New York, Jan. 29.—[Special.|—A special 

to’ the Tribune from Kingston, N. Y., says: 
‘Lhe recent disappearance of Horatio Fowks, 
of the Morning Couwrter, still remains the 
one topic here, and the city has had no such 
sensation inalong time. Nothing further 
has been heard from hini. The amount of 
his liability increases as the facts become 
known, and it is now believed that 
it may reach $12,000. His ereditors 
are very humerous, and embrace all 
classes of people. The value of his assets is 
not easily determined, but will not be large. 
It is now claimed by some that Mr. Fowks 
had $1,000 in cash with him when he left 
here, and his return is not looked for. In the 
office desk of Mr. Fowks a letter has been 
found addressed to * My wife, in the event 
of my death.” ‘The letter is thought to have 
been written just before his departure, but 
it contains no clew to his disappearance. 


CREDIT MOBILIER. 
THE JUDGMENT SET ASIDR. 

New York, Jan. 29.—[{Special.)—Judge 
Daniels, in Supreme Court, Chambers, to- 
day rendered a decision setting aside the 
judgment for $1,299,347 obtained by defauit 
against the Crédit Mobilier of America and 
in favor of the Union Pacific Railway. The 
claim was that the trustees of the Oakes 
Ames contract paid to the Crédit Mo- 
bililer money to which it was not 
entitled, and which should have been 
accounted for to the railway company. Jay 
Gould, as President of the Crédit Mobelier, 
was served with the papers but made no de- 
fense, and the judgment stated was entered 
on Oct. 24, 1882. Oliver Ames and other 
stockholders of the Crédit Mobelier, after 
vainly trying to have Gould do so, made ap- 
plication to Judge Daniels to have the judg- 
ment set aside on the ground of collusion 
between Gould and the railway company.

A GRAVE SUBJECT. 
FIGHT IN A CEMETERY. 

New York, Jan. 29.—[Speciai.J—A free 
fight occurred at an open grave in Cal- 
vary Cemetery, Long Island, yesterday 
afternoon. The family and friends of Den- 
nis Callahan, of this city, had gone there to 
bury Jallahan’s little ehild. The 
grave already contained the remains 
of two of Callahan’s ciildren,  bur- 
ied one above the other. AS 
the funeral party surrounded the grave, Cal- 
lahan’s parents discovered, as they believed, 
that this was not-the right grave. The an- 
nouncement caused a sensation, and loud 
cries were heard for the collin-plate from the 
last interment. The workmen did not produce 
it, and finally admitted that they could not. It 
had been torn from the coffin by a shovel, 
they said, and probably burted in the dirt. 
Their excuse was received with marked dis- 
approval, and asharp discussion followed, 
which was closed by a proposition from the 
grandmother to remove the upper coffin and 
examine the plate of the lower one. 

Qne of the gravediggers said he would 
find the plate if the party would wait, and 
did so, but the friends of Callahan for 
some reason gave expression of strong 
feeling against the workmen as 
the little coflin which contained the 
remains of the child was lowered 
into the ground, Mortimer O’Sullivan struck 
Patrick Flynn, a gravedigger, a blow which 
hurled him into the grave. Flynn attempted 
to strike a blow in return, but the funeral 
party closed in and prevented him. Callahan 
at the same time struck John Kennedy, 
another gravedigger. John Ganahan, the 
foreman, blew his whistle and the others 
then blew theirs. A policeman came rush- 
ing to the spot with two others of the ceme- 
tery police. The funeral party made a de- 
termined resistance, butanother call from the 
whistles brought fifteen more gravediggers.

One of the erovenen? says: “The men 
who took the heaviest part in _ the 
fight escaped. | saw women clinched 
in fight with men, and saw one of 
the funeral party chasing a gravedigger 
with atent-pole and another with a large 
stone.

I heard one of them shout- 
ing, ‘Chuck them all into the grave and bury 
them.’ ”’

A Missouri Miurderer Taken from Jali 
by Mis Friends and Spirited Away— 
The Usual List of Misdeeds, 

LitrLe Rock, Ark., Jan. 29.—[Speciai. }— 
A singular jail delivery is reported here to- 
day from Doniphan, a little town just across 
the Missouri border. Night before last the 
Jailer went to the jail to look after his prison- 
ers, when he was met by five men, who, with 
revolvers presented, forced him to deliver to 
them James Forrest, who was incarcerated 
on the charge of murder committed last fall. 
Ilaving obtained their man they fled, and 
nothing yet heard from them. The feeling 
among those acquainted with the circum- 
stances connected with the murder is that 
Forrest would have been convicted and 
hanged, and that his friends took this method 
of evading a neck-tie party. 

LouIsvVILLE, Ky., Jan. 20.—In the Circuit 
Court Joe and Ben Eichberger, father and 
son, were acquitted of the murder of August 
Budke, Oct. 50, 1881. Eichberger and Budke 
had quarreled. That night Budke and Joe 
stood in a saloon fussing. Ben came back to 
the door and struck Budke With a stick of 
timber. The latter died in afew hours. ‘The 
Eichbergers were tried a year ago, found 
guilty of manslaughter, and sentenced to ten 
years in the penitentiary. At the late trial 
Budke’s threats were shown, and both father 
and son acquitted. 

SOMERSET, Ky., Jan. 29.—Jonas Reynold 
was shot and killed today by Marshal Hans- 
ford. Reynold became disorderly. Hans- 
ford tried to make the arrest. Reynold re- 
sisted, fired at the Marshal, and then ran. 
The latter pursued and fired until Reynold 
fell dead. The Coroner’s jury found the 
killing not necessary to self-defense.

Clerical Scandal at Brantford, Ont.— 
Steamboat Inspection—A Move- 
ment for Free Canals. 


Brantrorp, Ont., Jan. 29.—[Special.}— 
The Rev. F. R. Beattie, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, has brought an action 
for $10,000 against a Miss Leishman for defa- 
mation of character. Following are the par- 
ticulars, briefly stated: For a long time 
there has been a most unpleasant relation- 
ship existing between the Rev. F. R. Beattie 
and his wife, induced, it is said, by her pa- 
rents, who livein Toronto, and who have. 
been opposed to the union. Very few out- 
side of the family knew of the difficulty un- 
til the open rupture occurred, and Mrs. 
Beattie left his home and her 
home to retirn to the parental 
roof preparatory to filing a bill fer divorce. 
In July lasta yonng woman named Lillian 
Leishman, a graduate of the normal school, 
came to this city and was employed at the 
Blind Institute. While here she met Mrs. 
Beattie at achureh social, and so favorably 
impressed her that she opened her home to 
her and took herin as company. Just here 
is where the trouble arose. For some reason 
best known to herself Mrs. Beattie suddenly 
went to Toronto, leaving Miss Leish- 
man the only female occupant of 
the house. When she returned she 
was informed that Miss Leishman had 
been outraged by Mr. Beattie. The charge 
was resented and informauon laid at the po- 
lice court; but, as the case was not within 
the jurisdicuon of the police magistrate, a 
suit has been entered by Mr. Beattie against 
the young woman in $10,000 damages for 
defamation of character. Mrs. tlie’s 
friends have also given instructions 
to file «a bill of divorce, and Leish- 
man is also_ instituting proceedings 
against him.

STEAMBOAT INSPECTION. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Jan. 29.—[Special.}—Al- 
though the new steamboat-inspection law 
was passed last session, it is understood that, 
in view of numerous disasters which have 
taken place on the upper lakes within the 
last year, the Minister of Marine will recom- 
mend several important amendments to the 
act as soon as Parliament meets. Certificates 
for carrying passengers will only be granted 
to such build of vessels as may be considefed 
able to weather any. ordinary storm on the 
lakes, having in view proper draught and 
bearing. The regulations in regard to the 
number of passengers to be carriéd will be 
made more stringent. Steamboat-owners 
are naturally protesting against any further 
interference with what they termed their 
vested rights. Another featare of the new 
act will be that compelling masters and 
mates of passenger-steamers to obtain cer- 
tilicates of competence. 

THE CANALS. 

Strong pressure is being brought to bear 
on the Government to take the question of 
free canals up lmmediately after Parliament 
meets. “While Ontario and the western sec- 
tion of Quebec will strongly support the 
movement, the lower St. Lawrence district 
and the maritime provinces will oppose it. 


-The cost of maintaining and repairing the 
canais of the Dominion last year was $374,785, | 


while the revenue amounted to $.0,- 
507, of which $859,748 was collected on ac- 
count of tolls. The maritime provinces op- 
pose the abolitian of tolls on the ground that 
such a step would throw the cost of mainte- 
nance on the revenues of the State, and 
while they would have to bear a large pro- 
portion of the burden they would receive no 


corresponding benefit.

OLD OCEAN'S ANGRY MOOD, 


Unusually Severe Weather Expericuced 
on the Atlantic—Gales from Every 
Quarter—Snow-Squalls, Hali-Storms, 
and Pyramidal Scas Kaceuntered. 
New Yorks, Jan. 28.—Bad weather must 

be expected on the Atlantic during the win- 

ter months, but for continued gales, tre- 
méendous head-seas, and Dlinding snow- 
squalls and hail-storms the last fortnight, in 
the opinion of the Captains of the several 
steamers and sailing-vessels that have te- 
cently arrived, has proyed to be mere severe 
and fraught with greater danger to all west- 
erly-bound craft than any similar period re- 
called by them for many years. Long 
voyages in consequence have been 
the rule, and not until yesterday was 
the extraordinary list of overdue steam- 
ers so reduced as te quiet the fears of 
thosejdirectly interested in their safety. Fort- 
unately nothing of a very serious nature 
had befallen the arrivals for the twenty-four 
hours ending last evening, nor had any 
wrecks been seen, but the officers were all 
quite sure that the Atlantic was in its ugliest 
mood, and felt grateful that they were once 
more in port. 

‘The steamer Devon arrived yesterday 

morning after a voyage of nineteen days 

from Avonmouth, in the British Channel. 

Capt. Lindsay Morice reported that fair 

weather was had and good progress made 

for five days, when in latitude 51, longitude 


34, they encountered a terriffic hurricane - 


from the northwest, The sea soon resembled 
a boiling caldron, and the aneroids, which 
marked 23.20, vibrafed like a vacuum. 
gage. The force of the wind was appalling. 
Officers and crew were required to use 
the greatest precaution in order to avert die 
aster to the vessel or accident to themselves, 
Forty-eight hours thé gale continued, with- 
out the least cessation, and at times it seemed 
that the steamer would be lifted from the 
water and thrown bottom up. Then there 
was a lull for a few hours, and the exhausted 
crew obtained needed rest. But ill hack pur- 
sued them, asa gale from the south-south- 
west, almost equal in severity to that just 
safely passed through, demanded ail hands 
at their postsof duty. For days there was @ 
succession of terrible gales from the south- 
southwest and northwest, and sach was the 
force of the wind that it threw the seas into 
pyramidical shapes. As the pyramic formed 
they were capped with foam. ndreds 
were seen with every sweep of. eye. 
As they melted away huge of 
water siruck the sides of the ship with such 
force that it seemed impossible for iron 
plates to withstand the shocks, The fear that 
some of these dissolving seas would board 
the steamer. hourly iucreased. Constant viei- 
lance was required to prevent such a disas- 
ter, as the waves would have yee the decks 
and carried destruction and perhaps death 
before them. This exceedingly bad weather 
continued 110 hours, or nearly five days, 
when the wind moderated and the sea 
came smoother. ) 

During all this time of péril the speed of 
the steamer was greatly reduced, which, in a 
measure, accounts for her long voyage. 
From the banks, until Thursday last, there 
was an ugly swell to the sea, then smooth 
water and light notheasterly winds to port. 
Capt. Morice hopes that it will be a long time 
before he has another voyage of like danger 
and anxiety.

The House License Committee will meet 
tomorrow, and will probably have its first 
opportunity of showing to the world just 
how it stands on the high-license question.

There were a number of absent- 
ees. A great many now look upon Thayer 
as the coming man, and it may be that he 
will be nominated in caucus tonight. The 
Republicans have the matter all in their own 
hands and ask no help of the other parties, 
and if they fail to nominate it will be be- 
cause of personal jealousies and_ strife 
among themselves. The several candidates 
are at'work again as hard as ever. Millard’s 
friends are not yet read to give 
him up. Cowin is still looked upon us a 
strong man—some think vhe strongest of the 
lot. Manderson, although not receiving a 
great number of votes, is by no means out 
of the race. Saunders’ chances are regard- 
ed as slim. His strength will go at any time 
where it will do the most good. A caucus 
‘nomination will no doubt be made very soon. 
COWEN AHEAD IN THE CAUCUS, 
Exycitement has run high tonightin polit- 
ical circles. As many as twenty ballots were 
taken in the Republican caucus without very 
much change one from the other. An anx- 
ious crowd congregated around the door of 
the caucas-room, in which no one was 
rmitted to remain but Kepublican mem- 
ers. A vigorous effort was made to close 
the contest with a nomination, but all 
to no purpose. ‘There was very little 
balloting. One fight was among the leading 
candidates heretotore named. Millard’s tally 
ran down to 9 on the last ballot. Saunders 
received 8, Manderson 11, Thayer 11, and 
Cowen ran upto 2. Itis believed that had 
another ballot been taken Cowen would have 
been the choice of the caucus. It is more 
than likely that tomorrow there will be a 
break of the Anti-Monopolists for Thaver or 
Cowen, and itis probable that one or the 
other of these gentlemen will be elected. 


Settling Up the Indian Territory—Na- 
tional Cattie Trail.

A resolution was also introduced, asking 
Congress to establish a National cattle trail 
through the Western range section of coun- 
try, for the convenience of taking cattle to 
railroad points for shipment. 


Routine Legisiationin Wisconsin. 

Mapison, Wis., Jan. 29.—[Special.]—Both 
Houses of the Legislature met tonight and 
held sessions lasting less than half an hour. 
In the Senate only a half-dozen billsof minor 
importance were introduced. In the Assem- 
bly numerous memorials from the Grangers 
were received praying the Legislature to reg- 


ulate railroad passenger rates, but as there 
appears to be no disposition whatever this 
session to trouble the railroads the lobby is 
undisturbed. A bill was introduced to pro- 
hibit the exportation of game from the State, 
and to enact heavy penalties for the setting 
of spring-guns for burglars.

OBITUARY. 
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Capt. Edward E. Ryan. 

After a long iilness, Capt. Eaward E. 
Ryan, who was so long the senior member of 
the wétknown insurance company of E, E. 
Ryan & Co., No. 210 La Salle street, died at 
10:30 o’clock yesterday morning at his tem- 
porary residence, No. 402 Washington boule- 
vard. ‘The funeral will take place at 10 
o’clock this morning, the services to be held 
in St. Patrick’s Church, corner of Adams 
and Desplaines streets. 

Capt. Rven was 49 years old, having been 
born in Philadelphia on Christmas-Day ot 
Iss3. He came West about twenty-five years 
ago, and when the War broke out enlisted in 
Company A of the Seventeenth Lilinvis in- 
fantry. While serving in Missouri as a dis- 
patch-bearer he was captured and sentenced 
to be shot, but managed to escape before the 
time came for that uninviting cere- 
mony. He afterward becaine a Lieutenant 
in the Seventeenth Lilinois, and about the 
time. of Sherman’s march to the sea was 
taken prisoner in Georgia while acting Cap- 
tain of his company. He was confined for 
several months in Andersonville prison, and 
he never recovered from the ravages which 
that vile place made upon his system. Upon 
the close of the War Capt. Ryan engaged in 
the insurance business in Chicago with ex- 
Gov. F. Hoffman, now of Wisconsin. 
The business he thus founded is siill 
continued under the name of E. E. 
Ryan & Co., although Capt. Kyan severed 
his connection with the firm last August, 
owing to his rapidly-failing health. Capt. 
Ryan enjoyed a National reputation as a 
successful underwriter, and was noted for 
his great torece of character as well as his 
genial and generous-hearted cisposition. 
‘Though a sufferer for years, he made a gal- 
laut struggle for life, and retained his re- 
markable clearness of intellect to the -last. 
Some years ago he resided in Hyde Park, 
where he took an actveinterest in local affairs, 
serving as a member of the Board of Village 
Trustees, and also as Water Commissioner. 
Lie was the leading spirit in the organization 
of the Uniou Catholic Library of Chicago, 
and was prominent in church and Sunday- 
school work, while in business relations he 
was distinguished for enterprise, sagacity, 
and strict honesty. He leaves a widow and 
two children—adDoy aged 13 anda girl aged 
7 years. 

Messrs. 8S. S. Cunningham, John Naghten, 
John Cameron, Charles H. Ferguson, Holger 
de Koode, and Aiex D. Kennedy will act as 
pall-bearers at the funeral.

Then the cut- 
ters were either of the Swan-shaped * Albany’ 
pattern or the square-bodied *Portlang’ pat- 
terp. The first innovation was what is known as 
the ‘Stivers’ pattern, which was more comfort- 
able than the Albany and bad much more grace- 
ful lines than the Portiand. With the addition 
of springs to take off joits, it may be considered 
about perfectio its kind. But now we have a 
number of new styles of great beauty and cor- 
responding expensiveness, taken from Russian, 
German, and Canadian models. ‘That | six- 
seat vis-a-vis is a model of our own, and 
is the acme of sleigh-building. It has a sort 
of landau body. with doors supported on 
curved irons, and is worth $809, e made sev- 
eral for this winter, and that is the only one we 
have ieft. Thisisa Canadian pattern, and is 
known as a cariole, or tub sleigh. Its body 
comes very close to the ground, and rests on 
solid wooden runners, has very high front and 
back, and is fitted either for a driver tosit on a 
narrow driving seatin front or for use without 
a driver's seat.

That sort of sleigh 
we make a egestas of. and have sold them to 
Vanderbilt, Frank Work, and a lotof other gen- 
tlemen fond of driving fast horses.

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QUARRELSOME WOMEN. 


It Resulted in a Collision Between 
Their Husbands and the Death of

NEW MEXICO. 


A Talk with Gov. Sheldon About the 
Condition and Prospects of the Terri- 
tory. 

Santa Fe, N. M., Jan. 20.—[St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.|—The Globe-Democrat cor- 
respondent at this place met Gov. Sheldon 
today and interviewed him on various sub- 
jects, especially the condition and prospects 
of New Mexico. 

** Wuatis the condition of New Mexico ?”’ 


| inquired the correspondent. 


“itis peaceable. Intwoor three remote 
localities are some indications of the pres- 
‘Rustlers’ and desperadoes, but 
steps will be taken at once to wipe them out 
thoroughly and with severity. There can be 
no child’s play or kid-glove softness in this 
country. ‘The mass of the people are peace- 
able and law-abiding; the thieves and mur- 
derers are nomads. We have excellent 
cuurts, and the officers generally are doing 
their duty faithfully and well under the new 
revenue law. We are reaching taxable prop- 
erty more uniformly and fully, and taxes 
will be better collected, though cireum- 
stances have interposed some obstructions. 
Next year we shall do much better.” 

“What is your opinion of the future of 
New Mexico?” 

* The Territory has great resources. We 
have at least 10,000,000 acres of land culti- 
vable to all kinds of vegetables, fruits, and 
cereals: and enough can be produced to sup- 
ply 1,000,000 people. As acountry for stock- 
raising thereis none that is superior. We 
have an abundance of minerai—gold, silver, 
copper, lead, and iron. New Mexico has 
considerable timber and an abundance of 
coal. ‘Thereis a good deal of water-power 
for manufacturing purposes. The Territory 
at this time is not as prosperous as it ought 
to be, for the reason that there is notas much 
produced as there ought tobe. Too much is 
purchased from abroad to feed and clothe 
the people. Protitsof mining and stock-rais- 
ing very largely inure to the benefit of peo- 

le in other localities, and the peovle of New 
Mexico derive very little advantage from 
these sources. This, Lthink, is pretty well 
understood now, and 1 believg increased ef- 
forts will be madeto produce‘what is neces- 
sary to feed the men employedin mining and 
stock-raising. Itis only necessary for the 
people to take hold vigorously to make the 
‘Territory exceedingly prosperous.”’ 

“ Are there dangers of Indian raids?” 

“Not much. Hostiles have not been in 
the Territory since the 10th day of October, 
IS81.. Preparations are very complete for 
meeting and crushing Indian raids promptly 
and effectually. ‘The Indians understand the 
situation perfectly, and are too smart to take 
the hazards of great losses in their numbers, 
which are few at best. Besides, the object of 
their raids is to steal horses and cattle, and 
they well know they cannot now get away 
with them. The San Carlos malcontents and 
the renegades in Mexico have been badly cut 
to pieces, and while we may have trouble 
from a few bad Indians no general outbreak 
of the Nes Caleros or Navajoes need be ap- 
prehended.”’ 

‘* What are the prospects of New Mexico 
becoming a State ?”’ 

**I do not see any prospect. A State Gov- 
ernment would certainly largely increase 
taxation. The Government has not yet been 
sufficiently systematizea or advanced to give 
assurance that a State Government would be 
such as comports with the modern idea.” 

** Are there race antagonisms? ”’ 

**None worthy of mention. Some months 
ago something of the kind appeared in one 
or two places, but this has entirely died out 
now. Good men on all sides put their feet 
on it. All see that good policy and good 
morais demand good feeling and harmony. 
Men who speak different languages cannot 
as readily affiliate as when all speak the 
same language. The ability to understand 
each other is rapidly on the increase, and I 
do not apprehend any misunderstanding or 
difficulty in future growing out of race dif- 
ferences.”’ 

Gov. Sheldon is a veteran politician, and 
knows well whereof he speaks. His state- 
mentis a fair one of the condition of the 
Territory of New Mexico today. Gov. Shel- 
don is making a good Governor, and is pop- 
ular. He was appointed in 1881—April—by 
the late Mr. Garfield, whose personal and in- 
timate friend he was. Gov. Sheldon is a 
lawyer and comes from Ohio: was in his 
native county a Justice of the Peace at 21, 
and Probate Judge at 23; was a delegate to 
the Republican National Convention in 1856, 
appointed Brigadier-General of Militia by 
Gov. Chase. Entered the army in 1861 as 
Captain, transferred to Forty-second Vhio 
Infantry as Lieutenant-Colonel, and upon 
Gen. Garfield’s appointment as Brigadier, 
succeeded him as Colonel of the regiment. 
Served throughout the War was brevet- 
ted a Brigadier. Settled in New Orleans at 
the close of the War, was a member of Con- 
gress from Louisiana six years, a Repub- 
lican Elector in 1876. Returned to his old 
home in Ohio in 1878, and was a covagete to 
the reeny Convention in 1880. He has 
identified himself with New Mexico, |

| TRADE AND LABOR. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad-Coal Trou- 
bles Still Unsettled—The Glass_ 
Blowers—Failures. 


Pirrspure, Pa., Jan. 29.—[Special.}—At a 
meeting of railroad coal operators today the 
seale of prices recently prepared by the 
miners was considered and rejected on the 
«round of being too high in the present con- 
dition of the coal trade. The operators then 
prepared the following scale, which will be 
submitted to the miners for their approval 
or rejection: When coal is selling at five 
cents a bushel the price for mining to 
be 23¢ cents; at Sic cents, 35g; at 5k, 
274; at SPQ, 23%; at 6 3; at 6, 3%; 
and soon up to 8 cents, when the price for 
digging shall be 4 cents. This scale starts 
out 30 cents lower per one hundred bushels 
than that proposed by the miners: When 
the new scale was shown to the miners’ Sec- 
retary, Flannery, he said: 

“ Well, [ have no opinion to express in re- 
gard to this scale, as it must be submitted to 
the miners themselves. We wil! hold a con- 
vention Feb. 6, at which this scale will be 
considered. Until then I have nothing to 
say about the matter.” 

One of the leading operators said, 
after the meeting: “if this scale does 
not suit the miners we are ready to 
fix a-basis by arbitration: but the miners’ 
representatives must come fully authorized 
to assist in settling the dispute. ‘There must 

no confession that they are not empow- 
ered to sign an agreement, as was the case 
at the last attempt to arbitrate. Ilowever, 
we all hope that these terms will be accepted 
and that something like a lasting peace will 
be established between the railroad coal 
operators and miners,”’ 

THE GLASSBLOWERS. 

President Isaac Clive, of the Window-Glass 
W orkers’ Association, who has been con- 
ducting the lockout in the Eastern district 
for the last three -weeks, returned here to- 
day. When spoken to about the status of 
the strike he replied gleefully: “ Yes, the 
lockout is almost ended, and I think we have 
secured more than we deserve. ‘There are 
now almost fifteeu furnaces in operation in 
the district, and { think all will be going un- 
der the new scale svon.

OSCAR WILDE AT HOME. 


The Esthete’s Opinion that the Average 
American Is Narrow-Minded and Ig- 
porant—His Ideas of Art Very Crade— 
An Egotist and Without Veneration— 
A Foundation for a School of Liter- 
ature. 

Lonpon, Jan. 9,—[Philadelphia Times.]— 
The Troubadour of Estheticism has returned 
from American shores, and today made his 
first appearance in streets and clubs. He is 
sad and depressed. The English  peo- 
ple, having been instructed by 
their American cousins how to “guy” 
a public character such as Mr. Wilde, 
have begun already, and “skits” are being 
made in the public prints, and club sarcasm 
is rife in every direction. As a consequence, 
Oscar Wilde has already announced his in- 
tention to leave England for the south of 
France to spend the summer, and Willie 
Wilde, his brother, proposes to go with him, 
as he, too, has been the object of a raillery 
rather malicious than good-natured. Oscar 
did not eare to talk about his experiences in 
the United States, but said, with some bitter- 
ness, that he had been treated so badly by 
many people and a part of the newspaper 
press that he could not refrain ftom saying 
that he was much disappointed. Yes, really 
disappointed. He was not angry, but disap- 


pointe. 

“When I first came to America I was re- 
ceived with a warmth of welcome that be- 
spoke no end of future pleasure. I was led 
to be too enthusiastic and hopeful. The 
better class of people were pleasant, and l 
found some society the equalof our best 
society here, but notmuch, The average 
American is narrow-minded and ignorant, 
He is self-assertive. He is more opinionated 
than his English cousin, whom he resembies 
in allot the bad points and is equal to in 
none of the good. The average American | 
found to be without respect or veneration, 
consequently he has no desireto acquaint 
himself with the eanons of art. Helis the 
wost splendid egotist, and frequently demon- 
strates qualities as the ost magnificent liar, 
the world produces. He regards the size of 
his country as a personal compliment of Na- 
ture to himself. Maving no respect nor ven- 
eration and being accustomed to exaggera- 
tion, he sneers at what hedoes not under- 
stand and seorns to learn that which does not 
immediately return a reward,” 

‘*Mr. Wilde, you appear to have some spe- 
cial cause of complaint.” 

“Not so. I have no cause of complaint, 
and only speak as every gentleman must who 
visits the States and spends, as | have done, 
a considerable time there. Let me continue. 
You have no idea, on the other hand, what 
intellects are to be found there, what wit, 
elegance, taste, and female beauty in the first 
grade of society. ‘They have artists In paint- 
ing and sours: they ““ nee 
splendidly-gifted writers; ey have 
social life, which has nothing of the Republic 
about it, but yet a quiet American dignity at 
once charming and befitting. There are 
picture galleries and churches which are 
very fair. There is some gvod architecture 
in the cities, but as a rule it is crude and new. 
The City of New York is cosmopolitan in its 
population, and its dwellings and public 
places reflect that mixture of nationalities in 
which, as a rule, the elements were not 
originally the best. 

“You "same away rather unexpectedly, 
did you not?’ 

“ Yes—no—I was preparing to go when an 
unexpected call from England accelerated

siduity they seek to be sensational, they would 
be mach improved. What I no eo og of, 
to be particular, is the fact they 
are written by incompetent men, or rather 
certain subjects are handied by incompetent 
peus. The man who excels as a descriptive 
writer on subjects such as fires and arrests in 
gzaming-houses is not the man to write iutel- 
ligently about a statue from the hand of a 
great sculptor—at least not always—and how 
can the man whose musical ear has the train- 
ing ouly of street-musiec write fairly or well 
of Berlioz’s ‘Damnation of Faust’? As for 
art, the ordinary newspaper writer in Amer- 
ica gained his knowledge of it by stadying 
art through the glass panes of a print-shop, 
and his knowledge of architecture in en- 
forced contemplation of the walls of jails.” 

Here somebody said that the newspapers in 
America had credited Mr. Wilde with having 
created a sensation in the Lotos-Club when 
he made that} remark before. Mr. Wilde 
said: * I did say so before, and it is none the 
less true in that I have repeated it.” 

Phen he went on: “ What impresses it- 
self upon the unprejudiced observer is, that 
the hewspapers are stamped with icompe- 
teucy. They do lots of great big things, but 
nothing is rounded in and completed. They 
are loose and tiymg, like 4 silken searf torn 
and waved by unsteady hands.” 

m What art did you find in America?” 

What you might expect in a new coun- 
try. The art ideais not strongly rooted ia 
their character. The Catholic religion has 
fostered a love for Madonnas and altar- 
studies. The vast sweeps of prairie, the 
xrand mountain and landscape scenery, the 
tumbling falls of Niagara, than which noth- 
ing is grander in the world, have not, as one 
might have thought, impressed an artistic 
sentiment. The fact is, that art-love has not 
yet a permanency in America. That has got 
to be created. ‘There are some magazines 
and periodicals that make very nice pictures 
and print them; but that kind of picture, 
while requiring some skill, is not art. lt is 
elementary only.” | 

“ And the literature ?” 

“ There is, it seems to me, the foundation 
for an excellent school of literature in the 
States. It is marked by many signs of prom- 
ise. Itis too clannish, however. There are 
half-a-dozen or so who are active workers 
in the field of literature, who monopolize 
the seats in its highest places. These are 
Mr. liowelis, James, Aldrich, Mrs. Burnett, 
Mrs. Stuart Phelps, Cable, and one or two 
others,” 

“And do you not think they are entitled 
to their high position ?” 

* Most assuredly, for if they were not they 
could not hold it. There are among them, 
as a leaven to their protective system of 
maintaining the best places, a goodly number 
of women, who share their bonors.”’ 

“Are you going back to America?” 

* Not L, indeed.” 

“They made it pretty warm for you, did 
they not?” asked a friend. 

“*I was very comfortable. But there be- 
gins the music.” Mr. Wilde came forward 
from the mantelpiece, and taking the arm of 
his brother Willie -sauntered out of the 
lounging-room into the large hail of Raleigh 
House, where a smoking coucert was just 
beginuing. 

‘The half-dozen who had gathered about 
him in the manager’s lounging parlor were 
his acquaintances and friends. Among them 
was the Times correspondent. When Mr. 
Wilde had gone a gentleman said: “I fear 
Oscar is very much embittered by the loss of 
his money. The fact is, oes 4 got nearly 
$7,000 from him, and one check only did he 
succeed in stopp A chap calling himself 
A. J. Drexel’s son called on him, wanted him 
to see a picture by Millet, led him into a con- 
tidence game, and’! then, when he remon- 
stratea, he wasthrown out. ‘The whole story 
was told bya friend of his to a British Con- 
sular officer, from whom I have it. - Then he 
was very much involved in the Langtry 
escalandre. He had espoused her too warm- 
ly and made some enemies by trying to bring 
her into a dinner party. He was curtly writ- 
ten to and told that the dinner would be 
postponéed.”’

CHRISTINE NILSSON. 


Will She Make Her Home in America? 

A Cincinnati Enquirer interviewer said to 
Mine. Christine Nilsson: 

* It bas been stated in the papers that you 
thought of making this country your future 
home. Is this true?” 

“Yes, [have seriously contemplated making 
America my home, and may do so. 1 have no 
ties to bind me to Europe; but I despise the 
ocean. I never think of itoraship but that I 
get deathly sick. If [come to America to live, 
ny money can get me to cross the ocean again. 
i have every evidence of friendship from 
Americans and my own people, the Swedes, 
think I shouid be very bappy here.” 

“Have you no family—nothbing to take your 
beart back to Europe, Mme. Nilsson?’’ 

“No; I have really nothing to bind me to the 
other side. 1, as you know, come from a peas- 
ant family. Lam proud of it. My father and 
mother. who were Swedish peasants, are both 
dead. Lam the youngest of a family of seven 
cbildren. Seven years elapsed between the 
birth of the child older than myself and I. When 
l was born, after this lapse of geven years, the 
good peasants all arouod my father’s humbie 
home said, ‘That girl will do something re- 
markable—good or bad.’ Has the prediction 
come true?’ Well, my brothers and sisters are 
stillalive. They are yet peasants, fond of their 
free life, and will never change. I can under- 
stand them, but with the change that 
bas taken place in me by education, musically 
and otnerwise, and by my association in the 
world they cannot uoderstand me. My old 
home, the cottage in which I was born, I revere 
andilove. I have purchased it and placed a wail 
of stone around the old grounds and dear 
old home that 1 can now see as it was to me 
when I was a povor little peasant girl. Nota 
shingle or a board shall be disturbed except by 
the soft touches of time. It is my monument to 
my dear tather and mother. They were poor, 
but they loved me and their children, and I 
think and speak of them even pow-with tears 
in my eyes and heart. As to America, i think 
New York is the most delightful city in the 
world, and I would be very happy if 1 could 
live there.” 

In answer to the question as to how she came 
to study music, Mme. Nilsson said: 

“When I was a little girl, 8 — old, I was 
passionately fond of music. Father and mother 
needed my services to help keep the family, but 
I found au old violin and got possession of it, 
and before | knewa note of music was playing 
from ear familiar tuneson this violin. I soon 
commenced to sing and play my accompani- 
ments on the violin, and wandered away from 
home for a day ata time to sing and play at 
fairs; | would makea little money in this way, 
and carried it bome to mother. One day at a 
fair a Judge,a man then about 34 years of age, 
and now living, came to me and said: * My littie 
girl, you bave a fine voice and a love of music; 
both must be cultivated. Come with me. I 
begged and said 00, mother would not let me. 
But he made me go. We wentinto Stockholm 
(I was born near Stockhoim), und he took me to 
the house of a well-known music-teacher (Mme. 
Nilsson gave the names of all these peo- 
pie, but the reporter cannot remember 
them), a iady. She made me sing and 
piay, and said ‘that girl’s voice should: be 
cultivated.’ The Judge said, * I will pay for ber 
instruction.” He thea went back tomy home 
with me, and it was only by bard work that he 
got the consent of father and motner to let me 
go. But they finally consented. I went toStock- 
bolm, was taugtt to read and write, and studied 
music night and day. I made up my mind to be 
a great musician or a great teacher. | soon 
found that piaying the violin injured my vocal 
organs and my chest and lungs, and gave it up, 
though Ican yet play the instrument. After 
studying in Stockholm I was seut to Paris by the 
same gentieman, and studied there three years, 
and then made my début, which wasin 1864, and 
ou know was a success. The v first money 
T made I sent to my benefactor, with interest in 
full. He is yet alive, and is still my good friend, 
and appears to be very proud of me. | met him 
at a court wedding last October, and he was 


lighted with my voice.” 

“ Well, now, Madame, what do you think of 
Cincinnati from a musical standpoint?” 

* What an improvement since I was here last. 
I have beard and read so ~y ! — about 
your city. There is your May Festival and its 
chorus is taiked of in Europe. I often beard of 
it there. And then your Opera Festivals. Just 
think of crowded houses all next week at Music 
Hall, and, as i learn, there will be large au- 
diences to hear mg. The peopie are certainly 
growing more appreciative of music. it will be 
a memorable week for Cincinnati. Well, there 
are Patti and Aipani, and, may I count my 
humble self, among the singers. Certainly 
nothing ter than that in - ma donna 
line can be desired in one week. y concerts 
have been arranged so that they will not inter- 
fere with the Patti nights.” 

“ You forgot to mention Schalchi, what is your 
opinion of ber?” 

“| consider Sehalchi a Fee contraito. Her 
voice is fullof pathos, aimost She is 
more adapted for the Italian than the German 
school of music—especiaily is she capabie of 
music according to the Rossini style. I would 
not advise any Singer to interpret Wagner. His 
music is positively ruinous to the voice. I have 
sung Wagner, andI speak sofar from experi- 
ence that | + ea ~ like to coer 
his music. agner bas Composed operas to 
suit himself, but be bas had very little regard 
tor the human voice.” 

* But, Madame, is not Lucca of the contrarv 
view? She has expressed herseif, I believe, that 
Waguer’s music might be sung without injury 
to the vuice by those who were willing to study 
and learn.” 

“ That is all nonsense. The fact is, 
never sung Wagner, and bow can she teil its ef- 
fecbon the voice? 1 have tried it, and I know of 
what | am speaking.”

THE JUDGES ON CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM. 

Gov. Cullom has received from the Su- 
preme Court and we print elewhere this 
morning a large number of recommen- 
dations from Judges throughout the State for 
changes in the law suggested to them by 
their experience in trying cases. It is grati- 
fying to note that, so far as these suggestions 
affect the criminal code, they agree in the 
main with those which have been proposed 
from time to time by Tue TRIBUNE. Some 
of the Judges advise the adoption of all the 
amendments suggested by Tuc TRIBUNE, 
and others approve of different items in the 
list. 

Judge Smith, of the Fourth Circuit, says 
plainly that *‘ The administration of the crim- 
inal law in this State has become, under the 
present statutes and the extreme and unrea- 


~sonable technicalities which bind the courts, 


a mockery and a faree.”” Every one who has 
given the subject intelligent consideration 
will agree that this statement is not at all ex- 
travagaut; and eoming, as it does, from a 
reputable Judge as a conclusion drawn from 
his ewn experience, it is difficult to conceive 
that the Legislature will neglect to remedy 
the defects in the law. The changes sug- 
gested by Judge Smith are: 
statute making juries the judges of the law 
shall be repealed, and that juries shall be re- 
quired to accept the law as laid down to them 
by the Judges; (2) that the privilege of 
securing a continuance by perjured affidavit, 
setting up certain evidence which an alleged 
absent witness would give, shall be abridged 
by authorizing the prosecution to introduce 
rebutting testimony: (3) that application for 
changes of venue shall rest in the discretion 
of the court, subject toreview and correction 
for its abuse; (4) that the statute relative to 
the reading of newspapers and forming of 
opinion shall be amended so. that the casual 
expression of opinion shall not exclude com- 
petent persons from serving on a jury who 
declare under oath that they are able to give 
a verdict according to the law and the facts. 
Judge Smith sustains the necessity for these 
amendments in able and convincing terms. 

The recommendations made by Judge 
Jameson, of the Cook County Superior Court, 
are directly in the line of Ture TRIBuUNR’s 
suggestions, and they are stated so concisely 
and clearly that we reproduce them below in 
his own language: 

1. Making changes of venue, especialiy in 
criminal cases, dependent upon the discretion of 
the court, or of some court, and not as now upon 
that of the party seeking them 

2. Making jurors in criminal cases judges of 
the facts only, and requiring them to take the 
law from the court. 

% Keguiring Judges to charge the jury in all 
cases orally, and upon both the law and facts. 

4. Allowing to the ple in criminal cases an 
appeal, writ of error, or & new trial, as to the 


detendant. 
5. In all counties of —— thousand inhabitants 


and upwards, autboriziag the courts to appoint

6. Allowing counter-aliidavits to be filed when 
new trials are sought on affidavits of newly-dis- 
covered evidence.

There is one change ef importance which 


the various Judges have overlooked, but in 
which they would doubtless have concurred 
if they nad given.it proper attention—viz.: 
that bail-bonds in criminal cases ‘shall be 
madea lien on the real estate seheduled by 
the surety as a guarantee of collection in 
case of forfeiture. Under the present law it 
is rarely that forfeited bonds are collected, 
and the straw-bail system is an effeetive 
agency in causing delay and assisting the 
escape of criminals. 

The reports of the Judges, as anthorized 
by the Constitution, which requires them to 
inform the Supreme Court of the defects and 
omissions of the law which their experience 
suggests, brings the question of ecriminal- 
law reform conspicuously before the Legis- 
lature, and supplements the popular demand 
for changes in the law with an authority 
which the lawmakers cannot conscientiously 
ignore. The people of Illinois will look to 
the Judiciary Committee with confidence to 
report a comprehensive scheme for securing 
a “speedy trial” for persons accused of 
crime as required by the Constitution. 
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THE PULPIT ‘AND THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 

It is to be regretted that more ministers of 
the Gospel have not the sense and courage 
exhibited by Dr. Clinton Locke, of Grace 
Episcopal Chureh, in a sermon he preached 
last Sunday on the subject of * Drink.” Dr. 
Locke is opposed to coercive teetotalism be- 
cause he believes it to be both unjust and 
impracticable. Heis in favor of the high- 
license system as calculated to greatly re- 
duce the number of saloons and to make 
them conform to the requirements of law 
and publie decency; and he advocates strong- 
ly ail the moral influences which tend to 
promote personal temperance. Among these 
influences he would have employers of large 
numbers of workmen establish places of 
recreation for their employés, and he would 
abolish the custom of treating. 

Directly and indirectly the church can ex- 


ance; but the efforts of the pulpit in this 
direction are misguided for the most part. 
Ministers of the Gospel who demand consti- 
tutional prohibition of the manufacture and 
sale of liquor, wine, and beer, and exhort 
their hearers not to compromise with any 
legislation which falls short of this extreme, 
unfair, and visionary measure, do the tem- 
perance cause more harm than good. They 
influence the best moral elements of society 
to concentrate upon a theory which experi- 
ence has proved to be impracticable and pro- 
duetive of serious political and social dis- 
turbances without accomplishing the desired 
end. In the meantime the opportunities 
are neglected for exercising the legislative 


' and moral restraints which are available. 


There are certain repressive influences which 
ean be imposed by law. The saloons can be 
kept down to the minimum number demand- 
ed by the drinkers, and the best way to do 
this is to assess the privilege of dram-selling 
at ahigh figure; they can also be kept quiet 
and law-abiding by proper supervision and 
penalties. In this manner the temptation 
and the corruption of the saloons may be 
largely repressed, and the idleness, debauch- 
ery, and vice incident to the traflic may be 
coutrolled. Meanwhile the church people 
will have more time at their disposal for re- 
forming drunkards and protecting minors 
when they shall have abandoned the futile 
effort to coerce people into the policy of to- 
tal abstinence. 

Dr. Locke takes a fair, intelligent, and con- 
servative view of this question, which, we 
doubt not, is fully approved by a large num- 
ber of the clergy who have not the courage 
of their convictions, and who hesitate to ad- 
vocate from the pulpit the available means 
for promoting temperance or to condemn the 
processes Which are jmpracticable and irri- 
tating. ‘ 


THE FRENCH ‘CRISIS. 

Another French Ministry has resigned and 
anew one has been formed, partly out of 
the ruins of the old one. It is reported that 
the new Cabinet will comprise all the old 
Ministers except M. Duclere, who has been 
the most conspicuous failure as a Premier 
France has ever had, and M, Billot, Minister 
of War, and M. Jauriquibery, Minister of 
Marine, who would never agree to the re- 
tirement of the Orleanist Princes from the 
army which they have served so faithfully 
under the Republic. Ht is significant that M. 


Jules Ferry, one of the strongest men in’ 


France, declined to undertake the formation 
of the new Cabinet. That duty devolved 
upon.M. Falliéres. He was a member of the 
old Cabinet. He has always kept his place 
in the Extreme Republican Left, which he 
took when he entered political life six years 
ago. Ite is a hot-headed, tmpulsive partisan, 
and it is hardly likely that he will prove to 
be the man who will extricate Franee from 
her present difficulties. 

The solution of the problem depends more 
upon the coolness of the President and the 
temperament of the people than upon any 
other agencies. ‘The elements of a coup 
@etat are not wanting. Revolutions have 
happened in France upon slighter pretexts, 
but there is strong hope for the {uturein the 
universal desire of the people for peace and 
quiet. If President Grévy has the courage 
to dissolve the Chamber and go before the 
people he may secure both a Chamber and 
Ministry that will be in harmony and that 
will represent the wishes of the people, in- 
stead of radical fear on the one hand and 
hatred on the other, The events of the last 
few days show how utterly absurd the con- 
duct of the Chamber has been. The arrest 


| cashier the Duc d’Aumale and the Comte de 


ever appear again on the soil of France. The 
man who would haye taken the helm, 
laughed the panic to the winds, and brought 
the Chamber to its senses and the Ministry 
to harmoly was in his grave. The fu- 
neral rites had hardly been observed when 
all this panie happened and the Republic so 
needlesly exhibited its folly, if not its weak- 
ness, to the world. The Chamber may banish 
Pion-Plon, Victor, and the Count de Cham- 
bord. That would make little difference. 
The first is too impotent, the second too 
young, and the thira too old to do any harm. 
But ean France afford to insult the two gal- 
iant soldiers who haye done such good serv- 
ice in her army, and who have served the 
Republic so patriotieally ? Can she afford to 
strip these men of their rights as citizens and 
expatriate them for no offense? They have 
served quietly but faithfully in their re- 
spective posts, they have abstained from all 
interference with politics, they make no pre- 
tensions to any command beyond that of their 
regiments. They have no faction loudly 
clamoring their pretensions on every occa- 
sion, but they have many friends in France 
among the more conservative classes who 
will feel outraged if this insult is put upon 
them. The reaction which threatens a coup 
d’etat may appear under such circumstances 
sooner than is generally anticipated. 

In all this bewilderment and fear which 
seems to have seized upon the Government 
a false step olay be full of danger to the Ke- 
publie, especially such a step as to banish 
soldiers of the army against whom no offense 
has been charged and whe have not been en- 
gauged in any conspiracy, but have loyally 
served theirGovernment. The greatest hope 
for the.Republic is in the prosperity of the 
people themselves outside of Paris and their 
wish for peace. Paris is not France and does 
not represent the people of France. It is a 
hotbed of political plottings, follies, and ab- 
surdities, of financial speculations and gam- 
bling, of social irregularities and corruptions, 
of adventurers, pretenders, radicals, social- 
ists, and turbulent, het-headed spirits of all 
sorts. ‘The future of the Republic does not 
rest upon them. in a great emergency the 
people may be heard from, and it looks as if 
such an emergency were not far distant. 


“THE CHINESE WALL IN COMMERCE. 

The Chicago Board of Trade yesterday 
adopted by formal ballot a rather sweeping 
amendment to its rules, It is difficult to tell 
exactly what is meant by the amendment, 
which is a piece of patchwork, but it will 
probably be interpreted so as to place the 
board on record as oecupying a very unet- 
viable position. It provides, in effect, that 
any member who shall deal in differences 
without buying or selling on the Board of 
Trade or Call Board, and during the regular 
hours, shall be punished for a first offense, 
and expelled tor a second. As the rule reads 
it does not define the gambling in differences 
to be an offense if carried on within the pre- 
scribed pale of place and time, but makes it 
a heinous sin to gamble in differences out- 
side of hours or outside ef the two named 
places within regular hours. It may be that 
the parties who framed the rule and voted 
for it did not understand it just that way; 
but it so reads, and so reading will strike the 
average reader as one of the most selfish 
pieces of legislation ever framed, and with- 
out the pretext of either morality, justice, or 
necessity to support it. 

The original intention is understood to 
have been to pass a rule under which mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade eould be dis- 
ciplined if they were known to be connected 
with the institutions that are euphoniously 
styled “bucket-shops.” Bat the anxiety to 
build a fence so tight that hogs could not get 
through seems to have led to the construc- 
tion of a Chinese wall which may prove a 
hindrance te the welfare of the builders. 
There is reason to think that the aforesaid 
wall was intended especially to keep out 
members of the Open Board of ‘Trade, some 
thirty-five of whom are also members of the 
big board. Whatever be the intention, the 
fact exists that while the amendment stands 
these gentlemen cannot do business in both 
piaces, and that to all intents and purposes 
membership in one will be valueless. It is 
rumored that some of them will elect to 
withdraw from the larger organization and 
invite custom down-stairs by offering to do 
business for smaller rates of commission 
than are established as the minima in the 
other institution. It has been hinted that 
this point lies at the bottom of the opposition 
to the Open Board which has recently 
vropped out. ‘he trouble has been that cer- 
tain persons have taken “an eighth” in 
one place while they dared not accept less 
than a * quarter” for trading in the other. 

Tur Tripune has no desire to dictate to 
the Board of ‘Trade what it should do in this 
or that case. But we think it would be only 
voicing the sentiment of a large part of the 
community to mildly suggest that the Board 
of Trade take just one more vote—abolishing 
the work of yesterday—and then let voting 
alone for awhile. The buard has voted too 
much, and not wisely.

HIGH LICENSE VOTED DOWN BY ‘THE 
COMMON COUNCIL, 

The action of the City Couneil of Chicago 
last night on the license question was 
thoroughly in keeping with the high moral 
standing of that delectable body and entirely 
consistent with its previous record. ‘The 
Committee on Licenses presented a report 
recommending the passage of the “ graded ” 
ordinance, by which the amount of license 
assessable depended upon the gross receipts 
of the saloons. ‘This ordinance was accept- 
able to, or at least was accepted by, the 
saloonkeepers, and was very much of the 
compromise order, which means that the 
city would not have been much better off by 
reason of any increased revenue ‘to be de- 
rived from it. All the saloons taking in less 
than $10,000 a year—probably four-fifths of the 
whole number—would under its provisions 
have paid $52 per annum each, and a com- 
paratively few higher class places would 
have had to contribute whatever extra reve- 
nue might have been obtained, A minority 
report fixing the rate on saloons retailing 
beer and light wines only at $250, and on 
those selling whisky at $500, was also sub- 
mitted, but found very few friends. An 
amendment to this, making all licenses $2 
was voted down, and then Ald. Cullerton 
offered a substitute for the majority report 
fixing a universal license of $104 per annum. 
This received 16 affirmative and 14 negative 
votes, and therefore failed to pass; 19 votes 
being required, The whole matter ends in 
leaving the license fee at its present figure. 

No other action than that taken by the 
Council could have reasonably been ex- 
pected of that body, composed as it is largely 
of saloonkeepers and of men dependent for 
their positions and the chances of making 
money arising therefrom upon the keepers 
of low-class saloons and the bummers who 
form their constituency. Itis perhaps just 
as wellthat the Council has refused to do 
anything with the license question, as the 
adoption of an ordinance graded either by 
the receipts of saloons or the distance of 
drinking-shops from the Court-Llouse would 
not have met the public demand for a 
general -increase in the license fea, 
and might to some extent have inter- 
fered with the possible action of the 
Legislature on the subject, There was no 
hope from the first thata bummer Couneil 
would do anything to relieve the general 
public of the burden of taxation and place a 
proper share of it whereit belongs—on the 
means which make governmenteostly. There 
is, however, gratifying reason for the belief 
thatthe Legislature will without delay pass 
a general license law fixing the minimum 
fee for dramshops at $500 perannum. Such 
ameasure would be free from all the objec- 
tions which would have applied to even the 
best of the measures offered to the Council 
and rejected by that body. The saloon- 
keepers and their Aldermanic friends may 
yet tind that by their own action they have 
made it easier for the friends of good goy- 
ernment to secure the passage of an effective 
high-license law. 


SENATOR CONGER NOT INTERESTED 
NOW 


Senator Conger, our Washington corre- 
spondent says, has been heard to remark 
in his seat that he should vote against the 
new ‘Tariff bill, “as it no longer interested 
him.” The defeat of the tax onthe pur- 
chasers of pine lumber and the arguments 
by which Senator Van Wyck, of Nebraska, 
accolplished it have converted him. He no 
longer believes that public taxes should be 
levied for private benefit, and fai!5 to see 
any necessity for voting to give Pittsburga 
double tax on barb fence and plow and 
wagon steel, or Philadelphia 10 per cent on 
quinine. For all he will doto save it the 
labor of the Massachusetts cotton mills and the 
woolen factories of Rhode Isiand may meet 
the extremest form of * pauper ”’ competition. 
Senator Conger has a powerful mind that 
can learn all from one. He reasons with un- 
erring facility from free lumber to free iron 
and steel, free blankets, free tin-plates, free 
glass, free earthenware, free clothing, and 
free quinine. lt is characteristic of power- 
ful intellects to be able to change opinions, 
Gladstone started as a protectionist, and is 
now unassailable in his adherence to the 
opposit syatem. Peel, who overthrew the 
starvation corn laws in 1846, was the leader 
in defending them in 1542. Consistency, 
says Kmerson, is the bugbear of simail minds. 
Conger has not a small mind. He will no 
longer help the greedy Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Albany, Boston, and Canadian owners of 
the Michigan pineries to sweep the State 
bare of its trees in a few years. What 
he can go to give cheap iron, cheap 
wood, cheap coal, cheap wool to the Michi- 
gan manufacturers will be done with enthu- 
siasm. He has become a protectianist of the 
remnants of the pineries instead of the lum- 
ber barons. Michigan voters are as well 
worth his fostering care as Pennsylvania 
manufacturers. Senator Ferry’s present 
tribulations in trying to get a reélection indi- 
cate that a life spent in helping outside mo- 
hopoliststo skin Michigan forests does not ex- 
cite the everlasting gratitude of the mass of 
Michigan voters, The wise Conger will sulk 
in his tent when the Randall and Kelley 
protectionists sound their call hereafter. 

GRITS AND TORIES AT VARIANCE. 

The Grits and Tories of Canada have 
“jocked horns” again on two questions. 
Ordinarily a dispute between a Grit anda 
Tory is as incomprehensible as was the dis~ 
pute over the Sehleswig-Holstein question, 
butin this ease it is possible to understand 
the merits of the issues inyolved. The first 
question pertains to the Crooks Licensing act, 
the details of which have already appeared 
in these columns. Upon general principles 
the Tories claim that the Crooks act has not 
reduced intemperance, and is consequently a 
faifure. This claim the Griis have satisfac- 
torily disposed of by an array ‘of figures 
which shows that since the Crooks act went 
into effect in 1876 thé production of liquor in 


‘James’ Bay to the intersection of the first de- 
scribed line and the English River.” The: 
Tories gppose it for some reason which 
would be incomprehensibleto any one out 
of Canada if it were explained, and the Grits 
ciaim that’ Macdonald does not want Ontario 
to have the territory because the French 
Canadians of Quebec would be jealous, 
though why they should be jealous no one 
put a French Canadian of Quebee 
ean tell. The reasons pro and. con, 
however, must be of more than ordinary im- 
portance, as the Grits, who have control of 
the Ontario Government, bave made the new 
boundaries their war-ery against the Domin- 
ion Government, The New York Times, de- 
scribing the area which the Grits wish to get, 
says it comprises 64,000,000 acres and 1s cov- 
ered with pine and other timber trees. The 
value of the pine is estimated at $150,000,000. 
There is said to be no pine north or west of 
this territory in British America. Such min- 
erals as gold, silver, lead, lron, and copper 
are believed to abound in the tract, and the 
possession of it would give the Provincea 
port on Hudson Bay. While we are unable 
to discover any reason fur the jealouay of the 
French Canadians in Quebec, the figures 
given above make it very clear why the Grits 
want the territory. 

A Coyrxnecticut Solon has introduced in 
the Legislature a bill requiring that every 
elector shall remove his hat when he depos- 
its his vote in the ballot-box. What Solon’s 
ideas were in desiring to have such a re- 
wmarkable act of courtesy performed to the 
box do not appear, as he made no explana- 
tion of them. When the ballot-box gets to 
be a fair, honest, straightforward object, rep- 
resenting the real dignity and majesty of the 
people, some courtesy may be due to it as 
the incarnation of the vox populé or the 
throne of the Republic, but- as ballot- 
boxes go nowadays, not one of them quite 
free from doubt that it does not represent 
the incarnation of bummerism, it will be in 
order for people to keep their hats on and 
not expose themselves to danger from colds 
and catarrhs. If the Connecticut Solon were 
a voter in some Chicago precincts it is likely 
he would be gratified by having his hat 
knocked off, nill he will he, and, if he made 
any odjeetions to this aet of compulsory 
courtesy, his head also. There is another 
very serions objection to the proposed prac- 
tice. In these days of form and fashion run 
mad, the removal of the hat would soon be 
followed by orders to appear at the polls in 
dress-coat and boutonniére. 


TUE Senetinn Court of Pennsylvania has 
recently revdered an interesting opinfon in a 
suit brought by a Catholic priest against the 
Bishop of the Dioeese of Pittsburg fer the re- 
covery of three years’ salary. The plaintiff had 


not rendered any services during this time for 
the reason that the Bishop had refused to ap- 
point him to a pastorate. The statute law of 
the diocese fixes the éalary of a priest in charge 
of w parish at @h00a year. The trial court heid 
that the piaintiff was not entitied to his salary 
under this statute, but awarded bim $800 fer the 
three years under “‘the common iaw of the 
chureh, which guarantees bim a decent sup- 
port.”” The Supreme Court sets aside this award, 
and decides that the plaintiff cannot recover 
anytbing ina court of law. It holds that a priest 
cunnot sue bis Bishop for salary exeept on an 
actual contract, express or implied, and 
this case uO such contract was 
The Hishop is the priest's su- 
perior, but the relation between them is 
not thateof hirer and hired. The most that can 
be claimed is that the church is bound by its own 
organic law to support its priests. On this 
point the court says: ‘That itis the duty of a 
religious denomination to provide a-eupport for 
its teachers is a fact that is recognized, witha 
few exceptions, ail over Christendom. It is 
said, however, to be specially binding upon the 
Catholic Church for the reason that its priests 
are barred by its canons and by their ordination 
vows from engaging in any secular employment, 
and that from this vow not even the Bishop can 
absolve them. However binding such a duty 
may be in fore conacientiv, when it comes to its 
enforcement in a court of law the plaintif® must 
show a contract. With all the mgenuity and 
learning that have been exhibited in this ease no 
contract relation bas been established. Wherea 
priest relies upon the duty of his church to sup- 
port hiw he must inv oke the aid of the church 
if he seeks redress.” 


LAstT week’s work in the Senate on the 
Tariff bill is thus summarized: 

In the Senate some progress has been made } 
wita the Tariff bill in Committee of the Whole, 
though bow substantial it will prove to be re- 
mains to be seen. The week has been spent 
upon the schedule of iron and steel, and whether 
this be what Mr. Bayard deciared it to be—a de- 
lusion and a snare—or not, it is certainly a very 
complicated and elaborate piece of work, which 
those in the trade declare that no one but a 
Pittsburg iron-man can fully understand. At 
the outset of the proceedings oa this schedule a 
blow was struck at the extreme protectionista. 
Mr. Miller, of New York, having imprudently de- 
manded a daty of $1 per ton on iron-ore in piace 
of 50 cents, aroused a sharp opposisdon, which 
resulted not only in the failure of his proposition, 
but in the reducdon of the oy on pig-iron 
from $6.72, recommended by the Tariff Commis- 
sion, to $4, as originally reported by the Finance 
Committee. The work thus commen was 
continued throughout the week. Bar iron was 
cut down from $22.40 atonto $18; round iron 
from $28 to $20; T rails from 9-10 cent per pound 
to 7-lv cent; sheet iron from various rates by 

2-10 cent and + 10 cent to 1 cent, 1 2-10 cents, and 
i 5-10 cents; tin-plates from 1 1-10 cents tol 
cent; hoop-iron by 2-10 cent to 1 cent and 12-0 
cents; cotton ties from & per cent to 3% per cent; 
iron and steel chains tol cents and 2 cents, 
and iron rods from 1 cent to 6-10 cent. 

These are very considerable cban If they 
be confirmed in the Senate they will work a de- 
cided reduction beyond anything that the House 
bas been yet called upon to consider. » But most 
of them bave been made by very narrow wajor- 
ities and on votes barely sufficient to constitute 
a quorum, and their passage in the Senate is ex- 
tremely doubcful.

A cure would require a simul- 
taneous growth of virtue in railroad manage- 
ment and in jegisiators that it is unreasonable 
to look for.

ORIENTAL EMPIRES. 
CHINA. 

SUANGHAL, Jan, 8.—The attitude of China 
toward Japan is becoming unpleasant, if not 
actually hostile, the cause of the ill-feeling 
being the still unsettled Loo Choo question. 
Chinese officials profess great indignation 
because the new Envoy from Japan comes 
without instructions to reopen the subject on 
his side, and several petty aifronts have been 
given the Japan officials now in China. The 
Japanese Envoy is understood to declare 
that his predecessor had full power to settle 
the dispute; that China agreed more than 
once upon terms of adjustment, only to re- 
pudiate her own action afterward, throwing 
such obstacles in the way of reasonable 
agreement that Japan was compelled to with- 
draw from the negotiations. This was not 
done, however, until after the utmost pa- 
tience and consideration was shown in the 
endeavor to effect a proper under- 
standing. Now, Japan waits for China 
to reopen pooceedings if she de 
sires to. Chinese officials virtually admit 
the correctness of these assertions, but as- 
sume that Japan, being the younger and 
smaller empire, is bound to consult the con- 
venience of her continental neighbor. For- 
eign diplomatists have no fear that serious 
consequences will follow China’s offensive 
action. Affairs in Tonquin are still in an 
undéertainjtate. The French Envoy to Peking 
believes the Chinese forces have been, or im- 
mediately will be, withdrawn from the dis- 
puted region, and leave the way open for 
French possession. Others assume the troops 
will retire a short distance only with the in- 
tent to take such action as future develop 
ments render expedient. The commercial 
treaty between China and Corea, as pub- 
lished, is probably of a temporary nature, 
being imperfect in scope. and supplying few 
essential details. Extra territorial principle 
7 maintained largely to the advantage of 
China, 

The Viceroy at Nanking shows signs of re- 
covery from the illness that was expected to 
prove fatal.

YOKOHAMA, Jan. 15.—Official trade returns

Ald. Everett was in favor of the minority re- 
port, and thought it absurd to undertake to 
grade the licenses, for the reason that the city 
had no means of ascertaining the amount of 
business the different saloons were doing. There 
were many honest saloonkeepers, but the grading 
system was wrong and unpracticabie. The 
triends of the majority report relied upon get- 
ting the grades from the employés of saloon- 
keepers, which he regarded as an evil which 
couid searcely be estimated in its consequences. 
He was in favor of a uniform license fee for ¢n- 
loons the same as was the rule with other tines 
of business, and he thought $500 would be the 
right tigure. 

Ald. Wickersham could not approve either 
report, but was in favor of raising the license in 
some way. He thought the Legislature wouid 
‘take some action in the matter whéther the 
is oe did or not. 

id. Lawler—The Legislature is afraid to 
touch the question, just as the Council is. 

Ald. Wickersham replied that be was in favor 
of a raise in any event and would vote for it.

The Mealthy Black Hills. 

Deapwoon, D.T., Jan. 10.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—In a recent letter written by me and pub- 
lished in Tage Tripune I said a few words in re- 
ward tothe exceptionally fine climate this coun- 
try is blessed with. Since then the Coroner of 
Lawrence County, whois also the uodertaker, 
bas issued his annual report, some items from 
which may be of interest to the general reader, 
and also go to prove the correctness of my 
assertions. Lawrence County—containing 
Deadwood, Lead City, Central City, and 
most of the mining camps that have 
made the Black Hills famous through- 
out the worid—has an estimated popula- 
tion of 16,000. The number of deaths from natur- 
nl causes during the last year was eighty-five, 
waking the death-rate 5.351 per 1,000 inhabitants, 
The number of deaths from accidents, suicide, 
and murder were twenty-four, bringing the rate 
for the whole number up to 6.46. Though nota 
studentof vital atatistics, itis my opinion that 
this is a wonderfully low rate, and will com- 
pare favorably with any place on the giobe. The 
fact ought alsote be taken into consideration 
thac the people generally, and the miners and 
outdoor workersin particular, are not as well 
housed as those in older localities, many of 
them living in very open cabins and some ia 
tents. 

The deaths from accidents are out of all pro- 
portion to the general mortality. They all oc- 
cur in the wines, and it seems impossibie to pre- 
vert them. While someof these accidents are 
caused from the failure af the owners working 
them touse necessary precautions because of 
the expense, it is found that a great majority of 
them ure caused by the carelessness of the vic- 
tims. It is also a fact that the greater number of 
victims are from among tbe old miners, who by 
familiarity have become careless about the dan- 
ger. On the other hand, new workmen very 
rarely meet with any accident, and this is al- 
wars cited by the mine-owners as proof that 
these unfortunate occurrences are not the fault 
of the proprietors, buc of the miners themselves. 

Now, would it not be a good thing for any of 
your readers who may be suffering from the 
diseases for which this climate isso excellent a 
cure—dyspepsia and all diseases of the lungs— 
to investigate it? Having been afilicted myseif 
and been wonderfully benefited by a residence 
bere, I feel as thougtb I owe it to to those living 
in less favored sections of our country tospread 
the news so far as in my power lies. That is the 
sole object of this commudication. 

The people in this part of Dakota have about 
given up all bope of its admission as a State at 
any time in the near future, although the move- 
ment looking to that end was éetarted here in 
Deadwood. Outside of a few hungry politicians, 
the general sentiment seems to be obtaining 
that it is time the State stopped knocking at the 
doors of Congress for recognition and waited 
foran invitation trom that auguet body, which 
will no doubt happen soon after the succession 
to the next Presidency is settied, and not till 
then. NX.

It has been 
urged on the part of the public that Nilsson 
be engaged for one of these operas, but the 
managers are satisfied that they can fill the 
house without her, and will make no effort 
to secure her.

Gilbert aad Sullivan’s New Operetta. 

*“Tolanthe”’ is certainly a bright and tak- 
ing work. There is wit in the dialog, humor 
in the absurd situations, and much that is 
pleasing in the music. It received its first 
representation in this city at the Grand Opera- 
liouse last evening. The Barton comic opera 
organization was its interpreter, and a 
crowded house appeared to thoroughly 
enjoy and appreciate the performance. The 
plot of this opera was’ given at length in 
Sunday’s TRIBUNE and need not be repeat- 
ed. In fact, the argument or plot has very 
little to do with the character of the opera, 
and in outline is very similar to its prede- 
cessors from the same pen. Yet many of the 
situations are amazingly funny—as the scene, 
for instance, where Ararat and Tollol- 
ler mutually decline to become the 
victim each of the other’s murder- 
ous _hand out of regard for the 
consequent remorse of the assasin—and in- 
deed Mr. Gilbert’s strongest point in humor, 
the logical carrying into effect of the wildest 
absurdities of dialog and action, is well 
illustrated in the present work. To call 
“lTolanthe” either new or original, how- 
ever, is incorrect, for it is neither one nor 
the other in thg full sense of the words. It 
is a constant reminder of “ Patience,” 
** Pirates,”’ and “ Pinafore” in situations and 
in general features,. and certainly conveys 
the impression that Mr. Gilbert is writing in 
a rut. from which be tindsit impossible to 
wholly extricate himself. He may occa- 
sionally climb to the edge, but only to fall 
back again without attaining the wished for 
fresh fields. Nor are compositions of this 
class fairly entitled to be called comic 
operas, since they are merely farcical 
comedies united to music of a very simple 
kind. . At the same time we readily admit 
that “Iolanthe” is much superior to the 
average work of this sort, and that the same 
reasons that have given so long lives to Gil- 
bert and Sullivan’s other works should ren- 
der *“ lolanthe”’ an equally popular favorit. 
And there is little doubt but that it is an 
operetta that will improve and grow in favor 
after a second or third hearing. 

As to the music, there is some very good 
work in the score. It is well written and in- 
strumented,- and constructed on the same 
general plan as its predecessors, the main 
motives of the former being repeated in this 
work. Thus to the dragoon chorus of 
* Patience ’’ corresponds the entering chorus 
of Peers:' to the “model Major-General” 
and ‘ruler of the Queen’s navee.”’ the Lord 
Chancellor’s song, “When I went to the 
bar’’; to the scene between Bunthorne 
and Grosvenor, the interchange of thoughts 
between Ararat and Tolloller—and so many 
other parallelisms might be shown through- 
out the piece. Much of the choral work is 
admirably constructed, and the Queen’s 
solo with fairy chorus is as good as anything 
Sullivan has written. At the same time 
there are fewer really melodious numbers 
and some of the opportunities for bright an 
dainty work appear to have been neglected 
or unimproved. ‘The best of the vocal num- 
bers are the chorus of the Peers and the 
finale of the first act; the pretty song for 
Phyllis and Strephon, **Good Morrow, Good 
Lover”; the song “The Law Is the True 
Embodiment,” for the Lord Chancellor; 
Mount Ararat’s song, “When ULritannia 
Really Ruled the Waves”: and the waltz 
song and dance for the Chancellor and Lords 
Mount Ararat and Tolloller. 

Of the performers and the performance 
last night we may say briefly that the opera 
was admirably acted, fairly well sung, su- 
perbly mounted and costumed, and hand- 
somely put upon the stage. Like many other 
of these composers’ works, it drags at first 
and increases in interest as it goes along. 
Mr. Seymour is an excellent comedian and 
a capital dancer, and made avery amusing 
Lord Chancellor. Miss Letitia Louise 
Fritch, who has sung here before, unless 
we are greatly in error, was a plump 
and pleasing Phyllis, whom the Peers or 
any one else might well have been pardoned 
for falling in love with. She sang well, 
barring an apparent shortness of breath, and 
spoke her lines clearly and distinctly. Miss 
Wentworth made a handsome lolanthe and 
acted with spirit, and Miss Cooke was a 

onderous Fairy Queen without much voice, 
nut otherwise meeting the requirements of 
her part. Mr. Seaman has a very light bari- 
tone voice of limited compass and power, 
but is graceful as Strephon, and Mr. Vincent 
Hogan is no stranger to a Chicago audience. 
Mr. Traveuner as Lord Tolloller developed a 
good tenor voice, and Robert Fraser was an 
amusing sentry. ‘There are many bright and 
pretty faces in the chorus, and the concerted 
music was capitally rendered. The or- 
chestra was a large one, and in all 
these respects Mr. Barton fulfilled § all 
his promises and gave a dramatic presenta- 
tion of the new operetta which is well worth 
seeing and a musical interpretation which, 
if not of great merit, is inne manner offensive 
and in come respects commendable. 


“Old Shipmates” at Mic Vicker’a, 

“Old Shipmates” was evidently none the 
less welcome tonight that former presenta- 
tions, the last being at Haverly’s exactly a 
year ago, had probably made it familiar toa 
considerable portion of the audience that 
met in Mc Vicker’s lastevening. Itisa fairly 
good drama of its kind, and the kind, if not 
in the highest style of art, is at least a very 
wholesome, sound, and enjoyable one. ‘The 
plot has the by no means too common merit 
of simplicity, and a pure and healthy spirit 
animates the entire drama. Fidelity toone’s 
friends, unswerving honesty of purpose, 
lief in an overruling Providence, and the 
superiority of simple virtue over Imposing 
vice, aré among the lessons taught, and few 
can witness the development of its very in- 
terestmg plot without having their faith and 
interest in humahity deepened, The ma- 
terials, of course, are old, but not perhaps 
the less welcome for that. A wiraler, Lane, 
intrusts an “‘old shipmate,” Capt. Whitham, 
with a large sum of money, as well as with 
his infant daughter, Harriet, whose fortune 
it is, and departs on a voyage from 
which he never returns. The girl grows up 
into full and rétmeed womanhood, and the 
play opens with a visit which she receives 
from a Capt. Weathergage, an old protégé of 
her father, who is now commander of a ship. 
On investigating matters Weathergage finds 
that the daughter of his “‘old shipmate”’ is 
being forced into a marriage with young 
Whitham, son of the man in whose keeping 
Lane had left ber and her fortune. hit- 
ham’s object in urging the union is to hide 
the fact that he and his son have dissipated 
the girl’s tortune, and, the further to insure 
secrecy, they plot to murder the only living 
inan who could testify to the tact of the fort- 
une hav been intrusted to Whitham. As 
their villainous scheme seems on the eve of 
success it is foiled by the address of Weather- 
gage, who, of course, finds his reward in the 
devotion and hand of the ge A daughter of 
his ‘old shipmate.”

A crowded house met at Haverly’s last 
night to witness the. performance by Mr. H. 
W. Hanley’s company of Mr. Edward 
Harrigan’s “ masterpiece,” ** Squatter Sov- 
ereignty.”’ If by “ masterpiece ” is meant a 
* masterpiece ’’ of fun and frolic and roaring 
farce, the praise is hardly exaggerated, and 
the playgoer whose ambition goes no higher 
than the indulgence of a hearty laugh will 
be abundantly gratified by Mr. Harrigan’s 
extravaganza. The piece is merely a series 
ot burlesque sketches of Lrigh-American life 
among the hovels of Shantyville that dot the 
sterile cliffs on the upper end ot Manhattan 
Island. There, amid their pigs and poultry, 
and the fumes of bad tobacco worse 
whisky, is carried on one of those family 
feuds which Shaks has immortalized 
in ** Romeo and Juliet.” In Mr. Harrigan’s 
** inasterpiece ’’ Capulets and Montagues are 
represented by the McIntyres and Nolans, 
the former as being the exclusive possessors of 
certain green satin ties. silk hats, and a v4- 
riety of live animals, being the aristocrats, 
while their rivals represent John Kelly an 
democracy. As in the earlier “master- 
piece,” the bone of contention between the 
two houses is the projected marriage of a 
hopeful Melntyre with a blooming Nolan, 
and the complications which ensue are of a 
kind that set all probability at defiance and 
sweep criticism before it in a very whirl- 
wind of laughter. lt is perhaps hardly fair 
to compare Mr. Harrigan’s “ masterpiece” 
with that of the Elizabethan writer, Dut in 
the eyes of wany who deiight in his trav- 
esties of low life in Shantyville Mr. Edward 
Harrigan is probably a much more popular 
jlaywright than Mr. William Shakspeare. 
n Chicago it may be doubted if such pieces 
will be as keenly appreciated as in New York, 
the phases of life which they are supposed to 
delineate being unfamiliar here, but many of 
the incidents in “Squatter Sovreignty” are 
so ludicrous, the piece has so much “ go,’’ 
and Mr. Braham’s music is so sprightly and 
caching, that in spite of the meretricious 
quality of the wit, the poverty of the inven- 
tion, and the wearisome twaddle of Act IL, 
the performance will probably attract crowd- 
ed houses during the entire week. Of the 
acting, except that of the ladies who have 
happily little to do, and unhappily do that 
little badly, it need only be said it is ona 
level with the play, and admirably adapted 
to give full effect to Mr. Harrigan’s comical 
and eccentric genjus. 


* Hlearts of Oak” at Hooley’s. 

Mr. Herne’s spectacular drama, which, un- 
der the title of “* Hearts of Oak,” has weath- 
red in safety the shifting tides of popular fa- 
vor for some three years or more, bids fair to 
continue its prosperous career for an indefinit 
period longer. As presented at Hooley’s 
last night, where it attracted a comfortably- 
filled house, it has full justice done to it in 
the matter of stage setting and scenery, while 
the acting is excellent throughout. The 
drama is one of those unpretentious and 
wholesome transcripts of humble life that at- 
tract by their simplicity and stir the soul to 
ennobling sympathy with lofty ideals of con- 
duet and life by their delineations of unself- 
ish devotion and deathiess love. The tire- 
less, all-absorbing passion of Terry Denni- 
son (Mr. James A. Herne) for Chrystal 
(Miss Mollie Corcoran), her equally intense 
and sublimely unselfish love for Ruby Dar- 
rell (Mr. Henry Bergman), and the complica- 
tions to which these cross interests 
give rise, still further tangled 
as they are by the fact 
the lovers, Chrystal and Ruby, owe their 
lives and everything to Terry, are of a kind 
that appeal irresistibly to those deeper emo- 
tions and sympathies of human nature that 
underlie humanity, and being built beneath 
the tides of time and war survive all merely 
social and sentimental changes. To the dra- 
matic presentation of these * simple annals 
of the poor’? Mr. Herne and his company 
bring an amount of talent and sympathetic 
ardor that pleasantly emphasizes the gentile 
pathos of the play and leaves little room for 
any very serious censure. Mr. Bergman, 
perhaps, might be a little less profuse in his 
efforts by trouser-hitchings and otherwise to 
convince the audience that he is really and 
in very truth a sailor, and Mr. Herne’s Terry 
could afford to lose a little of its early lachry- 
moseness, but the performance as a whole is 
excellent, as was evidently the opinion of 
the audience last night, to judge from the 
frequency and heartiness of their applause.

THE DROP IN CORN. 


A Storm on the Afternoon Call—The 
Bottom Out of January-—A Fall of 
Eight Cents—Lyon and His Injunc- 
tion Suits. 

The case of J. B. Lyon & Co. against 
Richardson & May and other Board of Trade 
men, a bill to restrain the defendants from 
buying in any Jantary corn on complain- 
ant’s account or from demanding more mar- 
gins, came up yesterday morning before 
Judge Moran on a motion to dissolve the 
temporary injunction. Mr. Judah, on behalf 
of S. H. McCrea & Co., made the motion, 
which was resisted by Mr. Bisbee. He 
claimed he had only been notified of a motion 
which would be made to dissolve, based 
on affidavits. But such a motion must be 
made either on the face of the billor onan 
answer filed. No answer has been put in, 
and he therefore asked to have the motion 
denied. 

A discussion followed as to the chancery 
practice in such a case, and the matter was 
postponed finally to this morning, without 
prejudice, to renew the motion. An applica- 
tion was also made to raise the amount of the 
complainant’s bond from $6,000 to $50,000, 
and the argu'nent on this was also postponed 
to today. 


A BAD BREAK IN CORN.

The Main Cause of the Trouble Is the 
Closing of the Joliet Steel Oom- 
pany’s Mills. 


The City and Town of Joliet are confronted 


~ by amost puzzling problem. For two months 


the Joliet Steel Company has not drawn a 
rail, and today no one ean tell when work 
will be resumed, Thousands of men are now 
out of employment in Joliet, and to these 
men and their families the uncertainty at- 
tending the resumption of mill work is a vital 
question. A reporter for Tur TRIBUNE who 
visited Joliet yesterday found the communi- 
ty much exercised over the labor problem. 
Fully two hundred families there Gnd the 
matter of daily sustenance a question of har- 
rowing reality, and while all look hopefully 
forward to employment in the spring, the 
great problem for the present is one of bread 
and fuel for immediate necessities. 

_ The mill-men now out of employment in 
Joliet have re¢eived no outside aid. If their 
idleness had been oecasioned by a strike they 
would now be drawing on the treasury of 
the Amalgamated Association of lramgnd 
Steel Workers. Their idleness being’ en- 
forced by the lack of orders for rails the 
union men have fon 

NO CLAIM ON THE OTHER UNIONS. 

Perry G. Somers, of Joliet, Vice-President 
of the Amalgamated Association, said yes- 
terday: ‘There are between 3,500 and 4,000 
men out of empldyment in this city today. 
You needn’t ask where they are, for you 
have only to use your eyesas you go through 
the streets. I tell you it’s a pity to see so 
much muscle going to waste.” 

“What is the prospect?” 

“Doubtful. There are numerous compli- 
cations.” 

* What are they ?” 

“The tariff question is one of them. Con- 
gress has got to do something. Then, again, 
there is no immediate demand for steel.”’ 

“What is the feeling between the union 
men and the mill-owners?” 

“ That is a Yelicate question, but I believe 
the mill-owners will fight the association on 
the start. But that is a question for the 
future. What we must do now is to find 
means to care for the destitute ones in 
Joliet.”

In some cases it creeps into elose cellars 
largely enough to cause an explosion if a 
lighted lamp should be carried below, The 
brick buildings in the ward are the ones to 
be watched and feared, as their destruction 
would be almost ¢ertain to follow if the 
round beneath them should give way even 
or a foot or two. Frame houses have been 
known to topple half way over without in- 
juring any of the occupants. The withdraw- 
al of the frost and its accompanying results 
are alone waited for now, as the universal be- 
lief is that the ground below has gone down 
as far as it ever will.

Her Death Looked For Any Moment 
~The Houses of the Accused 
Fortified. 


TAYLORVILLE, LIL, Jan. 29.—The condi- 
tion of Miss Emma Bend grows more critical 
each day, and she is now lying at the point 
of death at her brother’s bouse, just east of 
this place. The terrible spasmsinto which 
she passes every twenty hours have about 
absorbed her vitality, and her death is looked 


for atany moment. ‘The suffering of Miss 


Bond since Friday, June 30 last, has been 
simply horrible, and the physicians express 
great surprise at her continued clinging to 
life. Miss Bond realizes her condition, and 
is resigned to death. 

LYNCHING PROBABLE.

WAS IT MURDER? 


Death of a Maryland Man Under Pe- 
culiar Circumstances—Poisoning Sus- 


pected. ’ 
BALTIMORE, Md., Jan, 2.—|[Special.}— 


Maryland chemists and detectives are busily 
engaged in the solution of a mysterious 
poisoning case which has just been brought 
to light in Caroline County. On New-Year’s 
evening Martin Beachamp, a_ well-to-do 
farmer, died suddenly under suspicious cir- 
cumstances. Thereisa scandal connected 
with the case which the grand jury will in- 
vestigate. Although the wife of the de- 
ceased protested, an inquest was held yes- 
terday, and a verdict rendered that death was 
caused by poisoning, administered by some 
unknown party. The jury had been 
impaueled immediately after Bea- 
champ’s death, but did not ren- 
der a verdict until after Prot. Lowry. 
of Baltimore, and Dr. W. H. Downes had 
made an analytical examination of the stom- 
ach, liver, and kidneys of the dead man, 
which they found contained particles of 
strychnine, although they have not yet com- 
pleted the analysis. Mrs. Beachamp is about 
30 years old, of shapely figure, brown hair, 
blue eyes, and altogether a very attractive 
woman. Sheis the daughter of the late 
William Linden, exJudge of the Or- 
phan’s Court of Caroline County. 
About ten years ago she married 
Beachamp, who came of a family ot farmers 
of good a Mr. and Mrs. Beachamp 
settled near the Village of Concord, which is 
some eight miles from Denton. After years 
of married life, being childless, Beachamp 
and his wife ~~ a little boy, whose 
name is Homer Fleetwood, One of the 
stores at Concord was kept by James Carlisl 

a good-looking man. Rumor soon jinke 
the names of Carlisle and Mrs. beachamp 
and neighborhood talk only increased 
after Mrs. Beachamp gave birth to a 
child. It is said that desire to es 
cape this talk is what caused Carlisle 
to move to Delaware. Not long after bis 
departure James Ahern, a tall countryman, 
aged about 25 years, went to Concord and 
built a new store. Shortly afterwards ru- 
mor began to make use of Ahern’s name as 
it had Carlisle’s, and since the death of 
Beachamp excitement has run high through- 
out the county. At the inquest Mrs. 
champ related the circumstances of her tus- 
band’s death without betray any emo- 
j She said that she her hus 
band went to bed -— on Saturday 
night, neither of them feeling well. Lt | 
arose early Sunday morning. Her husb 
still complained and would eat no breakfast, 
but drank a cup of coffee. He then went out, 
but returned shortly while she Was up-stairs, 
and she heard him cry out in agony, “Oh, 
Belle, come here quick!” She ran to him. 
He was very sick. She helped him to bed 
and sent for Thomas Lewis, a neighbor, who 
remained with him till he died. Mr. Lewis 
testified that Mr. Beachamp’s death was ac- 
companied with spasmodic jerks and con- 
tortions of body. Three of the dead 
man’s brothers state that they often heard 
that their brother and his wife lived unha 
pily together. Meanwhile the affair 
shrouded in mystery.

A terrible accident occurred at 5 p. m. yester- 
day on Washington boulevard, near Elizabeth 
street.

Great efforts had 
to be made to keep the news of Mrs. Brooks’ 
death from Mrs. Campbell, who lay in an ad- 
joining room, jest the shock should cause a mis- 
carriage and endanger her life. Both ladies are 
very popular in the best social circles of the 
West Side, and the sad accident causes wide- 
spread grief. The deceased was a bright and 
beautiful lady, about 26 years of age. Her hus- 
band left the city only yesterday morning on a 
business trip, and was therefore absent at the 
time of her death.

The Committee on Health met in the after- 
poon and took up the resoiution of Ald. Lawier 
in relation to the enforcement of the ordinance 
prohibiting the employment of children under 
15 years of age in factories and stores more thao 


eight hours a day. 

Aid. Wickersham said it was a great deul bet- 
ter that boys of 13 and 1) should be at work than 
loafing around the streets. They helped their 


parents. 

Ald. Lawler said he bad heard complaints 
from canning establishments, boot and shoe 
shops, and other manufactories, of children be- 
ing worked ten and twelve hours a day. They 
couldn't stand it. The “outrage” ought to be 
stopped. The children got starvation wages, 
and competed with strong, able-bodied mea. 

Ald. Wickershum asked if he thought the 


Council could regulate boys. 

Ald. Lawler replied no. The long confluement 
was what be objected to—the breaking down of 
the health of the children. If goods cost a littie 
more, the people would pay the increase. Hun- 
dreds of boys at work could be sent to schools, 
but their parents were avaricious and wanted 
the $1.50 a week they earned. Keeping open 
stores late down-town interfered with the busi- 
ness of those on the outskirts, People should 
do their buying between & a. m. and 6 p. m., 

Ala. Wickersham was opposed to any interfer- 
ance with storekeepers, so far as employwent 
of children was conceroed, but he wanted the 
Health Department to see that the proprietors 
provided proper places for them to eat their 
lunch, avd keep the water-closets in proper 
order. 

Ald. Peevey said there were places where chil- 
dren were at work which were improper. That 
they were there, however, was the fauit of their 
parents. There were other places, however, 
where it was all right. Boys who commenced 
at the bottom freouently worked up. 

John Foley, of the Trades Assembly, gave a 
list ot 
PLACES WHERE BOYS AND GIRLS WERE EM- 

PLOYED 
in violation of the law, some of them from 7 a. 
wu. to 9 and 1 at night. 

Parents were supported by their children, and 
in the tobacco business, when the boys got to be 
l4 they threw out of employment one man who 
had to supporta family. The same thing was 
true in other lines, 

Dr. De Wolf said some of the places had been 
investigated, and the proprietors denied that the 
ebiidren were under age, and tne children and 
their parents did the same. What was he to 
do? It the children were. discharged his office 
was flooded with fathers, mothers, and guard- 
ians who pleaded; with tears in their eyes, for 
their restoration: and he sent them to Ald. 
Lawler to get a certificate that the boys and 
giris were over 15. 

Mr. Dwyer said bis health bad been broken 
down by gone to work when too young. The 
evil ought to be rooted out in some way. The 
influences were bad, morally and physically. 
The children ougbt to be in school getting the 
rudiments of an education. 

Dr. De Wolf thought the ordinance should be 
énforced, but what could be done io face of the 
lying as to ages? He bad no doubt it was vio- 
lated. Tailor girls suffered more than those 
who worked in tobacco factories. As to the 
cash boys, they had nothing to do before 10 
o'clock in the morning. Proprietors would be 
giadtoget rid ot them, as they were over- 
whelmed with applications. 

Aid. Lawler said there were 12,000 men out of 
employment in the city, and these cbildren took 
nlaces which could be filled by half of them. He 
referred to those in factories. Many of the 
fathers drank up what their boys earned. Some- 
thing should be done for the rising generation, 
as well as the one here. 

On motion of Ald. Sheridan, it was decided to 
recommend the passage of the resoludon.

THE TARIFF ON TIN. 
A FREE EXPRESSION OF THE OPINIONS OF 

THE WORKERS IN THE METAL. 

It was stated in THe Trisune’s Wasbington 
dispatches yesterday that the ironworkers of 
Chicago had sent to Washington a protest 
against reducing the tariff on tin on the’ ground 
that it would burt their trade, and during the 
afternoon a reporter called on a representative 
of the roofing tirm of Kinsley Bros. & Miller, on 
West Monroe street, and asked him if such was 


the case. 

“No,” he said; “we could give employment 
in Chicago to 100 or more men if the tariff on tin 
was reduced by Congress.”’ 

“ How is that?’ 

“ Well. you see, tin-roofing is quite expensive 
now, and the gravel-roofers have the best of us, 
but if the tax on tin was reduced we could com- 
pete with them.”’ 

“Is tin better for roofing than galvanized 
iron?” 

* Yes, it is, tor tne reason that it holds to- 
gether better. That protest is foolisb,and I 
should think the tinners of this city, who are or- 
ganized, would memorialize Congress on the 
subject.”’ 

Mr. H. M. Allyn, who represents a tin and cor- 
rugated iron house here, said be intended to go 
to New York soon and would find out there what 
effect the reduction of the tin tax would have on 
his business, but he did not think it would have 
any as far as he knew now.

They insist (hat as soon as the 
usual preliminary legal requirements can be 
complied with they will proceed immediately to 
the organization of the company, elect officers 
and an Executive Committee, and appoint a 
Conetrucuon Committee to piat out the State, 
and proceed to string wires with all possibie dis- 
patch.

A TriBuUNE reporter yesterday asked Mr. H. 
H. Sbhufeidt what he had to say in regard to the 
failure of the Mobr & Mohr Distilling Company 
at Cincinnati, and whether the non-passage of 
the Bonded Period Extension bill had anything 
to do with the collapse. “The failure of the 
Mobr & Mohr Distilling Company,” said Mr. 
Shufeldt, “is pretty directly traceable to the 
want of a longer bonded period. The goods ac- 
cumulated on their hands, and they were unable 
to provide funds wherewith to meet choir taxes, 
as by their own statement the banks were reti- 
cent about making further loans upon that 
ciass of goods, They know that a very large 
proportion will have to be withdrawn in a sbort 
time, when twice their value will have to be ad- 
vanced in taxes. This was not only the case 
with the Mohr & Mobr folks, but with most ail 
the dealers in the New Bogiand, Middie, and 
Western States, whomay yet 

HAVE TO GO TO THE WALL 
for the samme reason. 

“Then there is a large number of others who 
are not dealers, but who are specuiators in this 
class of goods. The bankers are largely inter- 
ested in these, having made loans upon them 
which, if the customers fail to pay, they will not 
only have to assume, but the banks will have to 
advance the taxes.

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GRAND JURY AFFAIRS. 
THE STEVENS-SPRAGUE CONTEMPT CASE, 
growing out of the investigation intothe man- 
agemeut of the County Hospital by the grand 
jury, was heard yesterday in the Criminal Court. 
Stevens was on band, as were also Commissioner 
Albright and a host of witnesses who either saw 
the scrimmage or bad beard of it. The testi- 
mony went to show that there bad been an al- 
tercation of words inthe room leading to the 
grand-jury room, and there bad been a con- 
structive assauit committed, but beyond the 
evidence of Commissioner Albright there was 
nothing to show tbe semblance of contempt- 
uous conduct on the part of the defend- 
ant.

No one corroborated his testimony, however, 
not even Stevens, and Judge Tuley, in summing 
up the case, told him, as politely as be could, 
that he must have been “ mistaken "—in other 
words, that he could take no stock in his unsup- 
ported testimony. He thereupon dismissed the 
contempt proceedings and went on to digest the 
evidence as toan assault baving been commit- 
ted. The evidence satisfied him, he said, that 
the whole thing had amounted to a personal 
quarrel, yet there bad been an assauit, and 
since it had been committed in the room lead- 
ing tothe grand-jury room he feit calied upon 
to make an example of the defendant, 
and jet him and the public at large understand 
that such things would not be tolerated. Such 
disputes ought to be settied elsewhere, he 
thought, and under the circumstances be would 
im pose a tine of $25. Upon the representation, 
however, that the defendant was poor and only 
getting $2) per month, the fine was reduced to 
$5, which was promptiy paid.

SONG SERVICES. 


THE CENTRAL CHURCH ABANDONS THEM, 
BUT THEY WILL BE CONTINUED. 

About a month ago a laudabie enterprise was 
started under the auspices of the Central Church. 
lt was to eonsist of a praise service of song to 
be held Sunday evenings in Central Music- Hall, 
the music to be furnished by Mr. W. L. Tomlins 
and a choir of selected singers, with a short 
hornily to be delivered on each occasion by some 
minister. The enterprise was an immense success 
as regards its popularity. Ou the two or three 
evenings in which it was carried into effect 
the hall was filled to overflowing, hundreds 
being turned away, and the audiences 
were enthusiastic. Theo the services 
cawe to a sudden stop, and for the last two Sun- 
days there have been none, no public notice 
having been given, however, of their discontin- 
uance. The cause of this cessation is believed 
to be the lack of sufficient financial backing. 
Mr. Tomlins, it is said, was assured by promi- 
nent members of Central Church that the ex- 
penses of the enterprise would be met by them, 
towetber with some compensation to be given to 
him for the professionali time be devoted to it 
during the week. But the promised cash, after 
one or two subscriptions, failed to materialize, 
and consequently the story goes: Mr. Tomiins, 
finding himself gratuitously devoting his time 
to the thing, and paying its expenses, too, gave 
it up, betng already several hundred dollars out 
of pocket. 

A reporter for Tas Trisune captured Mr. 
Tomlins last evening at the close of a rehearsal 
of the Apollo Club, and asked him about this. 
Mr. Tomlins admitted that he had been disap- 
pointed in the matter of financial aid, and was 
several hundred dollars out, but, as he did not 
want to make ita personal matter, refused to 
tell the names of those who he bad supposed 
would his backers. It was a mis- 
take to suppose that the meetings 
were to be permanently discontinued. 
The interruptions of the last two wecks 
were unavoidable.

Stations could be erect- 
ed every twoor four blocks. At Thirty-ninth 
street or the Stock- Yards track the elevated roads 
could branch to the east and west, the eastern 
branch turning south again in the vicinity of 
Grand boulevard, and the western brancn turo- 
ing south on Halsted street. Im time the road 
could be extended to Englewood, and it is 
thought that the railroad companies would find

SUCH A RELIEF

Judge Drummond yesterday morning decided 
the question as to whether he would take juris- 
diction of the Dearborn street condemnation 
case andbearit. Just before the case came on for 
trial before Jadge Smith, vane E. Martin, one of 
the defendants, asked to bave the whole case 
transferred to the Federal Court, on the ground 
that she was a non-resident. Judge Smith re- 
{used the application, and she then caused the 
record to be filed before Judge Drummond, and 
asked to have the case docketed before him. He 
decided Friday that be wouid allow it to filed and 
take jurisdiction as far as she was concerned, 
but left it an open questiow as to whether he 
should take jurisdiction of the condemnation 
pase as far as all the other defendants were con- 
cerned. Saturday additional arguments were 
heard on this point, which has never before been 
decided, and vesterday the Judge rendered his 


opinion. 

He said he had consulted with Judge Blodgett, 
and they both were of the opinion that Jane E. 
Martin's application to bave the case transterred 
was in time. Under the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court no other conciusion could be ar- 
rived at.

practice that the defendants were joined in one 

tition, and that only one summons was issued. 

he controversy nevertheless was between the 
city and each of the various defendants. The 
rerdict of the jury was separate and distinct in 
pach case, as was aiso the judgement of the 
sourt. Jane E. Martin had no controversy with 
other parties, but only with the city. What- 
ever wight be the resuit as between the others 
it didnot affect her. The cases could not be 
joined in any legal sense further than that the 
parties had ali been brought into court 
on one petition. The Judge said his first 
impression was the other way, and he had 
thought in takmg Jurisdiction in the Martin 
matter that it would bring all the other contro- 
versies intvu the Federal Court.. Perhaps his de- 
sire not to try the wbole case had intluenced his 
judgment finally. He bad to rely on the gen- 
eral principle laid down by the United States 
Supreme Court. <Astothe effect of any subse- 
guent action the city might take for the purpose 
of raising the money with which to pay any 
eompengagion to the property-owners, it was 
not Secnamaty to decide what might be the effect 
of an application of that kind, whether it must 
be made in the State of Federal Court. But 
wherever made, the fact still remained there 
was but one controversy between the city and 
Jane E. Martin as to what should be the benefits 
as to her lot which shouldbe deducted from the 
amount of compensation awarded her for 
damages by the jury.

THE OVERCROWDED POOR-HOUSE, 

The following was read from the Warden 
of the pour-house, which explains itself: 

GENTLEMEN: Owing to the crowded condition 
of the Cook County rape ecegy | IL have deemed it 

advisabie to submit to vour honorable body the 
following report, asking that you institute some 
means of relief as soon as possible, There are 
at present 800 inmates in the institution—495 
males, 257 females, thirty-one boys, and twenty- 
one girls—an unprecedented number, and fully 
150 more than can be comfortably accommo- 
dated. Ward No. 4in the femaie hospital, with 
room for but twelve single bedsteads, uccom- 
modates feighteen women, four of whom sieep 
on the floor, and eight children. The bospital 
buildings are crowded to their fullest capacity, 

and infirm patients bave to be discharged ai- 
most daily to make room forthe more serious 
cases. A large number of convalescent and in- 
tients have been received direct from 
eee Cook County Hospital who bad to be sent 
<o the general wards for the want of hospital 
room, Owing to the severity of the weather the 
admissions have been unusual'y large, and 
patients bave accumulated that in more mod- 
erate weather could have managed to Keep out 
of the institution. 

Another question for your consideration is the 
increased ‘number of women with infants and 
children of schootabie ages. Several of the lat- 
ter class nave recently been sent to us with their 
mothers, and should at once be removed to some 
more suitable institution. I am informed by 
ont Hagenbach, Medicai Superintendent, that.

MORE TARIFF ROBBERY.

How it is Proposed to Crush Western 
Manufactures. 

Cuicaaco TYRE & SPRING Works, CHICAGO, 
Jan. 27.—[Editor of The Tribune.|}—I hand 
you herewith a copy of a communication ad- 
dressed: by me to certain members of Con- 
gress wirich speaks for itself, and its senti- 
ments are embodied in the report of a iate 
interview between your Washington corre- 
spondent and our Representative Davis. 
Respectfully yours, F. M. ATKINSON, 

President. 

Dear Sir: We beg to cail your attention to 
that clause of the report of the Tarif!’ Commis- 
sion embodied, as we understand it, in the House 
Tariff bill, which places the same duty of two 
and three-fourths cents per pound on steei loco- 
motive, car, and other railway tires, and on Ue 
bloums or blanks therefor. We feel assured that 
this could be done only under a misappreben- 
sion, and beg to submit: 

The present duty on finished steel locomotive 
tires is three cents per pound, 

Present duty on Diooms or blanks therefor 45 
per cent ad valorem, or about $20 per ton; pro- 
posed duty, $55—an increase of nearly 175 per 
cent. 

This increase of duty is no benefit to the 
American blioommakers; it is simply a discrim- 
ination in favor of certain tire-rollers against 
another. There are only three other eoucernos 
in the United States roiling tires—ohly three 
concerns making biooms; these supply exglu- 
sively the other three tire-roliers, aua would 
not sell us blooms. We must seeure American 
biooms from sume other steei manufacturer. 

They are the only concern west of Eastern Penn- 
sylvania rolling tires. We have lately commenced 
operations by rolling tires from forcign blooms, 
pending manufacture for us of satisfactory 
American biooms. American blooms are fur- 
nished other tire-rollers at about $60 per ton; 
proposed duty on foreign biooms $55, which is 
simply probibitory. Weadd from $20 to $40 per 
ton of American labor to the blooms, yet. we are 
deprived of materiai, temporarily at least, by 
the proposed duty, which nevertheless makes al- 
most possibie the importation of the manufact- 
ured tire. 

The present duty on biooms ts amply protect- 
ive. If the present duty were so low as to be 
injurious to American manufacturers of blooms 
there might be reason for the increase. It bas 
been in force eighteen yeurs, and the existing 
concerns bave been extraordioarily prosperous 
thereunder. Incidental protection in favor of 
the American tire and bloom manufacturers 
against the foreign bicomurakers existsin the 
large capital necessary to put a tire-mill in 
operation, andin the relatively small demand 
for tires. There is no necessity for joining tires 
and biooms therefor in the same class to pre- 
vent ambiguities or evasion of intended duties. 
The two.are thoroughly distinct, and there is no 
haif-way process of manufacture possibile be- 
tween the blooms and tire. 

We beg, therefore, that you will use your in- 
eee to have the above ciause divided as fol- 
ows: 

“All kinds of steel wheels for railway pur- 
poses, whether wholly or partly finished, and 
iron or steel locomotive, car, or other railway 
tires, two and three-fourtbs cents per pound. 

* Iron or steel ingots, cogged ingots, blooms or 
blank for locomotive. car, or other railway 
tires, 45 per cent ad valorem,”’ or, if more con- 
sistent with the bili, one ceat per pound. Ke-

A Noted Ex-Confederate Chief to Be the 
Guest of New York Miiiitiamen.

The Des Moines & Fort Dodge Road takes the 
cake for unheard-of train accidents, The other 
day a freight train was peep: g down the road in 
which were several cars of hogs. Between 
Waukee and Ashewa the engineer felt a disa- 
greeable jerky motion of the train, and whistied 
down brakes, The rear truck of the second car 
in the train was missing, and the bogs were 
piled in a heap at the fallen end of the car. mak- 
ing a most terrific squeal. A brakeman went 
pack a mile anda haif, but could not find the 
missing truck. A passenger-coacb was attached 
to the train, in which were five women, a babe, 
and ten men. The women and baby were stored 
in the engine-cab, the men in the first car with 
the hows, and brought to the city. 

A tew years ago a freight train was going 
north on this road and while haiting at a stauvion 
the forward trucks of a car were discovered 
mnissing, the car being held up by the coupling. 
A run back of six miles found the truck down 
ip the ditch sound asadollar. How the truck 
got off the track without derailing the train is a 
mystery not yet solved. 

st Sunday the Chicago & Rock Isiand had a 
singular accident froma broken rail. An en- 
gine and six freight cers loaded passed over the 
break, five empty cars jumped the track and 
cleared the roadbed, the remaining cars of the 
train crossed the break and closed up with the 
forward section—at least that is the way the 
train went into the first station, where the 
train men found the train five cars short, which 
were traced back to the ditch. 

Gov. Merrill went down to Oskaloosa Thurs- 
day, when be made the people of that city the 
followirg proposition: reiative to his road, the 
Toledo, Ockalsoad & Western, which, bet iu- 
terpreted, ns Central Iowa Railruvad: A 
start is to be ma@e from the Central lowa within 
that city; not less than forty miles to be graded 
in 1883; cars to be runaing on seventy-five miles 
of the road within two years; not less than the 
tax aid voted by the city to be expended within 
the city in machine-shops; depot grounds and 
right of way to be donated to the company. It 
is probable the people will accept the proposi- 
tion. 

Superintendent Royce,of the Iowa Division 
of the Chicago & Rock Isiand,in reply to the 
query sald he believed the cost of opening lowa 
roads during the coid spell of last week would 
be nearly equal to that of the blockades two 
winters ago. While there was, perhaps, not 80 
much snow to move, the inteuse cold added im- 
mensely to costs for fuelto keep engines in 
motion, water-tanks and water-pipes from 
freezing, and beating buildings. For three days 
a ton of coal would scarcely keép the firebox of 
a locomotive warm. 

There is a difference of opinion as to the name 
of the first locomotive which crossed the Missis- 
sippi to lowa. Some have it the John A. Dix, in 
184, on tae ice. John E. Henry, of Davenport, 
who was then in the employ of the Chicago & 
Rock Island Company, is quite sure it was the 
Antoine Le Claire, which was taken overon a 
scow in the fall or 1854. This was probably the 
most elaborately decorated engine ever put on 
a roadin this country. It was covered with 
artistic gilding, paintings, and scroll work, and 
also bore a portrait of Mr. Le Claire, who do- 
nated a sum of woney two defray the expense of 
decoration. Mr. H. F. Royce, of this city, Di- 
vision Superintendent, is inclined to think 
Mr. Henry is a little off, and that the 
lowa came over tirst, for «the § rea- 
son, as he now remembers, that the 
the roadbed was new, and the lowa being a 
much lighter engine than the Le Claire it was 
decided to use ber first. At ail events these 
were the first two engines over, and the lowa is 
still doing service on the road. 

The surveyors of the Sac City & Sioux Falls 
Road when iast heard trom were north of Storm 
Lake,in Buena Vista County, deflecting north- 
west, and will probably cross the Chicago & 
Northwestern at Peterson, and thence go to 
Primghar and Sheldon. 

And now comes the Washington, Marengo & 
Northwestern Road with a bid for public favor 
and taxes. The objectisto build a road from 
Washington, via Marengo, to Belle Plaine. An 
effort is being made to work uptax aid along 
the route.

Memphis & Charleston and East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia & Georgia—Southern 


Pacific. 

New Yor«, Jan. 29.—(Special.!—There was a 
meeting today of representatives of the Mem- 
phis & Charleston and the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia & Gveorgia MKHailroads in regard 
to the surrender of the lease of 
the former by the latter. In dischare- 
ing the floating debt of the Memphis & Charies- 
ton and paying the bonus of the transaction 475 
bonds of the road were to be turned in at 120. 
The East Tennegsee, Virginia & Georgia repre- 
sentatives refused to take the bonds, but in- 
sisted on the cash. The officers of the 
Memphis & Charieston said they regarded 
this as San attempt to evade giving 
up the lease. They said that they should tender 
a certified check for the full amount agreed 
upon, tomorrow probably, and if it was not ac- 
cépted other measures would be taken. Suit 
would be brought in Tennessee to put the road 
in the hands of a Keceiver and take it out of the 
control of the East Tennessee, Virginia & Geor- 
gia, on the ground that it was not operated for 
the benefit of the stockholders, and that the 
lease was illegal, and both the [llinois Central 
and the Southern Pacific Railroads have acquired 
lines into New Orleans, which join the systems. 
It was said today that the two were perfecting 
arrangements to operate together in the trans- 

rtation of through business. The route thus 
ormed, it was believed, would secure a great 
deal of traffic in the winter, when _the more 
northerly lines were troubled with snow. Be- 
sides, it would form an outiet for Southern Cali- 
fornia and the lower Territories. The Secretary 
bere of the Hilinois Central has not been advised 
of any pianos to this end. 


Regulating Freicht Rates in Connecti- 
eut. . 

A bill has been introduced in the Connecticut 
Legislature in regard to the charges for trans- 
portation of freight on qailroads. Sec. 1 pro- 
vides: Norailroad company or trustee operat- 
ing any railroad shall charge or receive for the 
transportation of freight to auy station on said 
road a greater sum than is at the time charged 
or received for the like class and quantity of 
freight from the same original point of depart- 
ure to a station at a greater distance on said 
road ‘in the same direction. No _ rafiroad 
companies or trustees pomelper 4 any rail- 
roads whose roads connect shall either of them 
charge or receive fur the transportation of 
freight to any station on the road operated by 
either of them a greater sum than is at the time 
charged or received for the transportation of 
the like class and quantity of freight from the 
same original point of departure to ajstation ata 
greater distance on the road operated by either 
of them in the same direcnon. In the construc- 
tion of this section the sum charged or received 
for the transportation of freight shali include 
all terminal charges. 

The second section provides a penalty of not 
less than $100 for each violation of the act, and 
Sec. Sauthorizes complaints to the Hailroad 
Commissioners of violationsot of the law, who 
shall investigate the matter and report the 
facts to the County Attorney. 


Suit to Compel Payment of Overdue 
Coupons on Bonds of Arkansas Roads, 
LATTLE Rook, Ark., Jan. 29.—Complaint was 
filed today in the United States Court against 
the Little Rock, Pine Bluff & New Orieans and 
the Mississippi & Red River Railroads, after con- 
solidation known as the Little Kock, Mississippi 
River & Texas Railway, to compel the payment 
of overdue coupons on the bonds issued by the 
State toaid in their construction. in 1870 the 
State issued ‘to the Little Rock, Pine Bluff & 
New Orleans Koad $1,200,000 and to the Missis- 
ippi, Ouachita & Red River Road $600,000 7 per 
cent thirty-year bonds to aid in the construc- 
tion of the roads, agreeing to pay the interest as 


roads in a similar case against the Little Rock & 
Fort Smith d, the court bolding that the 
roads were liabie for the bonds, notwithstanding 
that they may not have been issued in strict ac- 
cordance with the law. These bonds form part 
of the disputed bonded debt of Arkansas.

CANADIAN CABLES. 


Independent Cable Service—Three New 
Gables to Be Laid Duriag the Present 


Year. 

OTTAWA, Can., Jan. 24.—It seems more 
than probable that before the close of 1883 
Canada will have direct cable communica- 
tion with Great Britain over three independ- 
ent lines. 

A letter just received here from the repre- 
sentative of the Kuropean, American, Cana- 
dian & Asiatic Cable Company at London 
states that all doubt as to the work of laying 
the cables of this company being proceeded 
with at an early day has been removed. Ke- 
ferring to the probable location of the pro- 
jected cables, a gentleman well informed in 
cable and land-telegraphic matters stated to 
your correspondent today that it was likely 
one cable would be laid from some northern 
point of the British Isles to Fort Churchill, 
on the Hudson Bay, a landing being effected 
at some point on the coast of Greenland, the 
cabie being run from thence to its destina- 
tion through Hudson Strait and 5 , 

A second cable, he says, will be landed at 
some convenient point on the Straits of Belle 
Isle, connecting there with the Dominion 
Government telegraph system, which will 
probably be extended eastward along the 
north shore of the St. Lawrence River from 
its present terminal point at Mille Vaches to 
the straits. The line already in operation 
along the north shore of the St. Lawrence 
was built by the Government as part of the 
signal-service system. Running as this line 
does through a thinly-settled country, it will 
be many years before it can prove a profita- 
bie investment financially, unless utilized as 
a connecting link between the proposed 
cable and the general telegraph system of 
Canada. 

The third cable to which reference has been 
made willin all probability be landed at Sa- 
ble Island, thence running to the Nova Scotia 
coast, where a landing will be effected. Asa 
part of the signal-service system, the Domin- 
ion Government have already had the ques- 
tion of laying a cable between Nova Scotia 
and Sable Island under consideration, Now 
that a company proposes carrying out the 
work, it is probabie the Government will 
abandon this idea, as they will secure all the 
accommodation they are likely to require 
over the company’s cabies.

THE BATTLE OF SHILOH. 


A Defense of Gen. Wallace by Gen, Alvin 
P. Hovey. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 27.—Gen. Alvin P. 
Hovey, of Evansville, ex-Minister to Peru, read 
a paper on Thursday night upon the battle of 
Shiloh. The General participated in this battle 
as Colonel of the Twenty-fourth Indiana, and 
rode at the head of Lew Wallace’s command 
from Crump’s Landing to the svene of the con- 
flict. Gen. Hovey says that Sherman was totaily 
surprised on the Sunday of the Orht, and that 
the Fedcral camp was in the greatest confusion. 
In regard to the charge made by Grant's biogra- 
pher, Badeau, against Wallace, Gen. Hovey says: 
“Tosay that Wallace miesed bis road to Shiloh, 
or Pittsburg Landing, is more than absurd: it 
18 Cruel, criminal. He and his command repaired 
the road, made corduroys, culverts, and the 
bridge across Snake Creek, and knew every 
inch of the route.” He was command- 
ed to march, really, before Wallace had been wr- 
dered to march from Crump’s Landing. fj" Ali our 
forees had been driven back toward the river 
from one to two miles, and even at that time it 
would have been impossible for Wallace to bave 
taken the position to which he bad been ordered 
in the morning without striking the enemy in the 
rear.” While disclaimi auy particular sym- 
pathy with Wailace, Gen. Hovey says: “I know 
and respect him asa true, brave soldier, and a 
patriot, and can only feel indignation at the at- 
temptto make him the ‘scapegoat’ for other 
nen 8s mistakes and biunders. and deem it but 
justice to tell the truth in vindication of history 
and the right.” 

[Then why did Wallace not strike the ene- 
my in the redr? Gen. Sheridan or Gen. Lo- 
gan, if either had been in command of Lew 
Wallace’s fine division, would have pitched 
right into the Rebel: rear, cad glad of the 
chance. The Rebs would then have been 
caught between two fires, and that part of 
their fine would have been quickly destroyea. 
It would have won the battle. But Wallace 
did hot possess the military genius or au- 
dacity to take advantage of such a beautiful 
Opportunity to strike a decisive blow; he 
was a weak, well-meaning coinmander, never 
cut out by nature to win battles by strategy

Circuit Judges Present Amendments Rela- 
tive to Change of Venue. 


Continuances, Qualifications and Powers of 
Jurors, and Other Points, 


A Set of Recommendations Made by 
the State Bar Association. 


[The Governor of Illinois has transmitted 
to the General Assembly the following re- 
port from the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, with accompanying reports from vari- 
ous Circuit Judges and the State Bar Asso- 
ciation, concerning defects and omissions in 
the criminal code :] 


The Supreme Court. 

JANUARY, 1883.—The Hon. S. M. Cullom, Gov- 
ernor of the State of Illinois—Stir: In compliance 
with Sec. 31, Art. 6,of the Constitution, the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of the State have 
the honor to transmit herewith reports received 
from Circuit Judges. No other reports bave 
been received from Circuit Judges since the 
last session of the General Assembly: 

We suggest that Sec. 6 of “ An act to provide 
for the licensing of, and against the evils arising 
from, the sale of intoxicating liquors,” approved 
Mareh 30, 1874, be amended so as to prohibit 
agents or servants from buying or obtaining 
liquors for seeneewases pareres and minors; and 
also prohibit persons from letting minors and 
intoxicated persons bave liquors when pur- 
chased by others. Recent investigations have 
induced us to doubt whether the present statute 
imposes any punishment on a mere agent or 
servant who takes the money of an intoxicated 
orson or minor, and with it buys or procures 
iquor for such intoxicated person or minor. 
And also, where an unobjectionable person buys 
ana pays for tiquor to be delivered to and drank 
by an intoxicated person or a miuor, whether the 
statute prohibits the saloonkeepér, or person 
selling the liquor, from letting such intoxicated 
person Or minor have the liquor thus bought and 
paid for. 

No other “ defects or omissions in the law’’ 
have been observed that are deemed to be of 
sufficient importance to require special men- 
tion. All of which is respectfully submitted.

DECATUR, Jan. 18, 1882.—To the Honorable the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of the State of Illi- 
nois—GENTLEMEN: In pursuance of the require- 
ments of the Constitution, | bave the honor of 
submitting herewith my opinion regarding the 
necessity of certain amendments to the crimi- 
nal code and one section of the Jury law of this 
State. lam very strongly of opinion that these 
changes ought to be made at the earliest prac- 
ticable moment. The administration of the 
criminal law in this State has become, under the 
present statutes and the extreme and unreason- 
able tectnicalities which bind the courts, a 
mockery and afarce. As the law now stands 
the Circuit Courts are powerless to afford the 
peopie protection against the avalanche of crime 
and criminals which are overrunning the coun- 


try.

the Hon. Anthony Thornton, a distinguished 
lawyer and a former member of the Supreme 
Court, which be bad the kindness to submit at 
my request.

AMENDMENTS SUGGESTED. 

1. Sec. 431 of the criminal code, making juries 
the judges of the law in criminal cases, ought 
to be repealed. This section invests the jury 
with absolute judicial power, and places them 
beyond the reach ana controi of the court where 
they see fit to acquit. in that event the people 
must submit to the consequeaces of a mistake 
in the law resulting in acquittal. In case the 
jury mistake the iaw in convicting, then they 
are not allowed to decide the law finally for 
themselves, but the courtin that event inter- 
feres and asserts its authority to judge ot the 
law. Under the practice and decisions the jury 
shall be the judges of the law if they will acquit 
the defendant, butif they will not acquit him 
then they shall not be the judges of the law, and 
the courts will review their action and correct 
the mistakes of law. 

Again: The Judges are compelled, under the 
decisions, to instruct the Juries as to what the 
law is, and then, in the game breath, tell them 
they are the sole Judges, and that they are not 
bound by the instructions of the court and may 
disregard them. 

Again: This section is plainly and manifestly 
in violation of Art. V1., Sec. 1, of the Constitu- 
tion, which confers judicial power alone upon 
the courts. The statute takes it away from the 
court and gives itto the jury. | am strongiy 
impressed With the belief that this law ought to 
be repealed. 

2. The law compeiling the people or the de- 
fendant to admit the absolute truthof the facts 
set up io affidavits for continuances in criminal 
cases ought to be changed, and placed on the 
same footing as affidavits for like purposes in 
civil cases, and allow the party against whom 
the affidavit is made to admit that the absent 
witnesses, if present, would swearto the facts 
set out in the allidavit; and then allow the other 
party to cuoutradict the facts or the testimony if 
they can, precisely as they would have the right 
todoif the witness was present. Under this 
privilege criminal causes are delayed from term 
to _— fur no other purpose than to delay the 
trial. 

3%. The statute providing for changes of venue 
in criminal cases should be radically changed. 
As the law vow is, the oath of the most infa- 
mous criminal, supported by two of his owa 
kind (and that is the class that always support 
his affidavit, and they always swear they are re- 
spectabie), is esteemed more worthy of belief 
thau the oath taken by the Judge. He is al- 
lowed to impeach the Judge and render him un- 
worthy to bold his commission, at least for that 
case, and this, tqo, without stating a single fact 
or circumstance upon which he bases his churge 
against the Judge. Neither the Judge (so un- 
justly attacked in ninety-nine cases out of 
every 100)can resent the insult norcontradict the 
charge; nor the people, who are to be defeated 
in their claims, be permitted to protect them- 
selves. The power thus given defendants, in 
connection with their other privilege of con- 
tinuing cases at tneir will, makes that class the 
masters of the situation, and places both the 
people and the courts completely under their 
power, and enabies them to elude the claims of 
justice to almost an uniimited extent. The 
matter ought to rest in the discretion of the 
en. subject to review and correction for its 
abuse. 

4. Sec. 14 of Chap. 78, entitled Jurors, ought to 
be repealed and a substitute adopted. There 
are tov many causes of peremptory cballenge: 

(a) Not bemmg a member of the regular panel, 
and that he tried a singie case within a year, is 
cause of challenge. The object of this statute 
was to get rid of professional jurors; but, while 
it prevents one of that class from sitting, it aiso 
prevents twenty good men from sitting. In the 
course of a year a very large number of the best 
menin the county are casually called up in 
courts totry asingle case; and so, when im- 
portant criminal causes are calied, all the de- 
fense has to do to get rid of this class is to show 
they served once in the year. It is a very bad 
provision, and ought to stricken out. 

(b) * Or that he is a party to a suit then nd- 
ing for trial.” This provision is satterty frivol- 
ous, and is another shift to get rid of good men 
on the jury without any Teason. 

(c) But the last proviso of that section, pro- 
viding that opinions formed from reports or 
reading newspapers (about the truth of which 
he has expressed no opinion) shall not disqualify, 
etc., is the chief source of mischief and delay ir 
procuring jurors. The proviso defeats all chat 
was intended to be corrected, by allowing per- 
sons who read and form opinions to be excused. 
The vractical experience under this clause 
shows that almost ali men who take newspapers 
and read do torm some opinion, and, if the case 
is an aggravated one, do almost universally talk 
with some one about it, and express some kind 
of an opinion. This class of jurors come almost 
exclusively from the more intelligent class of 
peopie, and yet they are daily driven out of the 
jJury-box by the worst criminals for no other 
reason than that they read and have sense 
enough to form opinions and express themselves 
to other people. This limitation upon the right 
of the best men in every county to sit as jurors 
is € most unjust and unreasonable one, and is 
directly in the interest of the criminal class. 
This provision alone frequentiy involves in im- 

rtant criminal! trials the calling from 100 to 400 
urors atan enormous expense tu the people 
and great delay to other business. I most ear- 
nestiy recommend and urge the propriety of the 
Legislature correcting this law.’ 
ANTHONY THORNTON’S SUGGESTIONS. 

The Hon. T. B. Smith—Dear Sig: At your re- 
quest Isubmit to you a rew changes which in 
my opinion should made in the law: 

Change of Venue—There is a growing evil con- 
nected with ‘changes of venve, present 
statute presents great temptations to perjury, 
and hinders the successfu! administration of the 
criminai law. The granting of changesof venue 
should be leftto the discretion of the Judge, 
upon a full showing of the exis causes for 
and against granting the change. re should 
be no reversal for refusaito grant a change of 
venue, without gross abuse oi the discretion.

idow’s Dower—Untii recently the statute 
provided that a widow should retain the posses- 
sioh of the dwelling-bouse of ber late husbana, 
and the outhouses and piantation until ber 
dower be assigned. By some oversight or neg- 
lect this provision bas for a number of years 
been left out of the statute. In smail estates it 
is often desirable pot to incur the costs neces- 
sary for the assignment of dower. Again, often 
in the attempt to assiga dower it cannot be as- 
signe‘ In kind, and property is ordered to 
be sold, To prevent these and other troubies, 
the old statute ought to be restored. 

Fraudulent Sales—It is a common occurrence 
for debtors to make sales of their property w 
favorit creditors and thus whoily defeat other 
creditors. Tnese sales are fraudulent, and we 
have no law to prevent or set them aside, and 
creditors are often defrauded. In case of the 
sales of realty such sales should be deemed 
fraudulentin law fora od of six montbs 
from the record of the deed, and any creditor 
sbould have that time in which to institute nec- 
eseary proceedings to obtain his pro rata share 
ot the property. In caseof the sale ot person- 
ality the sale should be frauduient in law for 
thirty days after thesale. I have known nu- 
inerous instances where a merchant or a grocer 
has made an absolute sale to one or more of the 
creditors, and the other creditors can get noth- 
ing. The sale is prima facie good; whereas it 
should be invalid fora time,so that creditors 
should have a reasonable time to ioquire into 
the sale. Hoth Massachusetts and entucky 
have excellent laws in this reward. Respecttul-

To the Chief-Justice: According to my expe- 
rience the principal cases producing unsatis- 
factory results in the administration of the 
criminal code are the delays arising from 
cbanges of venue and continuances, and the un- 
fitness of juries chosen to try cases of unusual 
importance or notori@y. 1 would suggest: 

1. The granting of a continuance on affidavit, 


cause, should be discretionary; counter-afiida- 
vits should be heard; and in applications for 
continuance the court should bave the oy 
when satisfied that justice will be promoted, 
allow the prosecution to admit the affidavit and 
controvert the facts therein set forth, as in civil 
cu ses. 

2. It should not disqualify a man who is called 
as a juror that be bas formed or expressed an 
opinion, based on rumor, pewspaper accounts, 
or the statements of witnesses or other per- 
sons, unless such opinion was formed when 
the person was acting in some special capacity 
(eg., a8 grand juror) where it was his duty to 
mvestigate the matter, provided the court 
shail be satistied that he can fairly and impar- 
tially try the case on the evidence, regardiecss of 
bis former opinion 60 formed or expressed. 
Perewptory challenges sbouid not exceed ten in 
any case. 

4. The jury should be the jydges of the facts 
ouly, and should receive the law from the court.

CHIcaGo, Jan. DW, 1882.—To tile Honorable the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of Illinois—G ENTLE- 
MEN: In pursuance of Art. 6 of the Constitution 
requiring “all Judges of courts of record 
inferior to the Supreme Court, on or before 
the ist day of June of each year. to report in 
writing to the Judgesof the Supreme Court such 
defects and omissions as their experience may 
suggest,” the undersigned, one of the Judges 
of the Superior Court of Cook County, has the 
bonor tu report that, assuming the purpose of 
the constitutional provision to be to secure 
from the Judges of the lower courts a specifica- 
tion of words or clauses needed to be added to 
existing laws togive them the effect intended 
by their framers, he knows of no such defects 
or omissions; but, assuming soch purpose to be 
to ascertain what amendments, in their judg- 
iment, ought to be made to existing laws to 
promote the interests of justice and the general 
wood, he is of the opinion ‘that the foliowing 
amendments are desirabie: 

1. Making changes of venue, especially in 
criminal! cases, dependent upon the discretion of 
the court, or of some court; and not as now 
upon that of the party seeking them. 

2. Making jurors in criminal cases judges of 
the facts only, and requiring them to take the 
law from the court. 

3. Requiring Judges to charge the jury in all 
cases orally, and upon both the law and facts. 

4. Allowing to the peopie in criminal cases an 
appeal, writ of error, or a new trial as to the de- 
fendant. 

5. in all counties of —— thousand inhabitants 
and upwards authorizing the courts to appoint 
Jury Commissioners to select proper jurors. 

6. Allowing counter-affidavits to-be filed when 
new trials are sought on affidavits of newly-dis- 
Gevered evidence. 

7. Restricting the right toa trial by jury to 
cases in which one or. more of the persons who 
are parties to the suit shall demand such a trial; 
and reguiring, in case of such demand, that the 
persons making or acquiescing in it shail alone 
pay the costs ef such a jury, including their per 
diem for each day or part of a day occupied in 
the triai. It is possibie that, as the Constitution 
is worded, this amendment would have to be au- 
thorized by an amendment to che Constitution, 
since that instrument affirms the right of trial 
by jury “as heretofore exercised.” 

Doubting very much whether the amend- 
ments suggested come atall within the mean- 
ing of the Constitution, and whether they are 
not matters of legisiative cognizance only, ia 
deference to the Judgment of those who think 
otherwise I forward them for the consideration 
of the Supreme Court.

An act to amend Chap. 35 of the Revised 
Statutes, entitled Criminal Code: 

Seo. lL. Be tt enacted by the people of the 
State of ILilinois, represented in the Gene As- 
sembly, That Sec. 431 of Chap. 38, styled Criminal 
Code, which provides as foliows: ‘* Juries in all 
criminal cases sha)! be the judges of the law 
and the fact,” be and the same is hereby re- 
pealed, and the following be and is hereby sub- 
stituted in lieu thereof: 

“Sec. 431. Upon the trial of an indictment for 
any crime, questions of law are to be decided by 
the court, saving the right of the defendant to 
except questions of fact by the jury. And ai- 
though the jury have the power to find a gen- 
eral verdict, which includes quesdons of law 
as well as of fact, they are bound, neverthe- 
less, to receive us law what is iaid down as 
such by the court. In charging the jury, the 
court Must state to them ail matters of law 
which it thinks necessary for their informa- 
tion in giving their verdict; but instruc- 
tions in writing may be asked by the 
prosecution and by the defendant. If an 
instruction is asked which the Judge cannot 
give, be shali on the margin thereof write the 
word ‘Refused,’ and such as he approves he 
sball write on the margin thereof the word 
‘Given.’ All such written instructions shall be 
-given after the oral charge of the Judge; and 
inno case after such written instructions are 
so given to the jury shall the Judge quai- 
ify, modify, or explain the same to the jury, 
otherwise than in writing. Exceptions tw the 
giving or refusing of any instrucdon, or to the 
oral cbarge of the Judge may be entered at any 
time before the entry of final judgment in the 
case, and the party so excepting to the oral 
charge of the Judge shall cause the same to be 
reduced to writing, and to be signed by the 
Judge, and filed of record in the cause. The 
written instructions so given shall be taken by 
the jury in their retirement, and returned oy 
them with their verdict in court.

To the Judges of the Supreme Court—GENTLE- 
MEN: In accordapee with the provisions ot Sec. 
31, Art. 6, of the Constitution, I desire to suggest 
for your consideration the following defects in 
the criminal code: 

1. In regard to the qualifications of jurors and 
causes for challenge, as provided in Sec. l4, 
Chap. 78, Ihave found the clause inciuded in 
parentheses in the last proviso of the above 
section—viz: “(about the truth of which he bas 
expressed no opinion),” to be the means used by 
defendants to exclude from the jury the most 
intelligent and competeat men that are called; 
aud graduaily reducing the scale of intelligence 
until frequentiy the jury is composed of men 
totally unfit totry the cause, As we ali know 
by experience, in this age of the wurid the capa- 
ble, intelligent, and reflecting menu of every 
community read the newspapers, and, whea an 
offense is commented on by che local papers, 
will make some comment aoe it, or perbaps 
give expression to some transient opinoo, which 
perhaps in a few weeks they have entirely for- 
gotten, and which probably never was an ex- 
pression of opinion as intended by the law. 
Still, such men, being conscientious and care- 
ful, when called as jurors and ssked if they 
bave ever expressed any opinion about the truth 
of the rumors they muy bave heard, will gen- 
erally answer that it is very likely they have, or 
that they do not remember, or something equiv- 
aleat to that. And upon this they are set aside, 
when it is apparent to every one that they are 
good, bonest men,with no prejudice, and just the 
jurors to try the case fairly, imteiligentiy, and 
impartially. My suggestion is,tc caange the 
language of the proviso so that, evenwnen he 
has expressed an opinion, if he sbaill state upon 
oath that such opinion is not of a fixed and set- 
and he can try the case 
fairly, etc.. it shail vot disqualify bim—viz: 
amend Sec. 14, Chap.-78, as foliows: “And pro- 
vided further, Thatin the trialof dny criminal 
Ccuuse the fact thata person called asa juror 
bas formed an opinion or impression, ed 
upon rumor or newspaper statements, and may 
have expressed such opinion or impression, 
shali not disqualify him toserve asa juror in 
such case, if he shali upon oath state that such 
opioion or impression 18 not of a fixed or settled 
character, and that he believeshe can fairly 
and impartially rendera verdict therein in ac- 
cordance with the law and the evidence, and the 
court shalibe satisiiedof the truta of such 
statements.”” 

2. The other suggestion which I desire to make 
is in reference to coutinuance.- At nearly every 
term of court some unscrupulous scoundrsli, 
with the State Prison staring him in the face, 
will present an affidavit for a vontinudnce, 
which upon its face shows rood cause for a con- 
tinuance, and which the court is compelled to 
acvept as true, when in many cases the court 
andevery one in the court-room is perfectiy 
satistied that it is wholly and entirely false, and 
is made only in hopes of breaki out of jail 
before the next term, or that peopile’s 
witnesses, oftentimes brought from a distance 
at great expense, Cannot again be bad. If such 
things only occasionally happened, it mignt 
perhaps be better to bear them than to try ex- 
pacers but they are frequent. In fact, I 

lieve tne experience of the Circuit Judges of 
the State will warrant the assertion that it is a 
general practice, and is today doing more to 
obstruct and retard justice than any other one 
thing. I would therefore respectfully suggest 
that Secs. 43, 44, and 45 of oer 110 (Practice) 
be made applicabie to criminal trials, with a 
proviso at the end of Sec. 45, * That if the court 
sball be satisfied that the ends of justice require 
it the court shail bave power to continue such 
cause, notwithstanding the offer to admit such 
affidavits.””

COMMITTEER’S RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Changes of venue should be left to the discre- 
tion of the court-—the facts constituting the 
prejudice to be set forth in the affidavits, with 
the right to introduce counter-affidavits. 

Continuance to be discretwonary with the court 
—the affidavit to disclose the residence of the 
absent witness, with leave to introduce counter- 
allidavits. 

The court to instruct the jury orally. The 
jury to be judge of fact and not of law, and 
their verdict to determine only the question of 
guilt, leaving the punishment to be fixed by the 
court under the law. 

The granting of pew trials upon the ground of 
newly-discovered evidence to be discretionary, 
counter-affidavits to be allowed, and the court to 
be empowered to examine the witnesses upon 
the bearing of the motion. 

The People to be allowed an appeal on ques- 
tions of law in crim:nal cases, without again 
putting the accused in jeopardy. 

The supersedeas to be granted in criminal 
eases without the concurrence of two Judges of 
the Supreme Court, after notice to the State's- 
Attorney of the proper district. 

Burgiary to be punished by imprisonment for 
life when the burglar renders his victims insen- 
sible by anesthetics, or otherwise, or where he is 
found with deadly weapons upon bis person. 

Upon convictions for abordon, arson, dueling, 
forgery, counterfeiting, incest, larceny, may- 
bem, perdury, rape, and robvery, the penalty to 
be doubled for the second offense, and upon a 
third conviction to be imprisonment for life. 

The pardoning power to be exercised by 
Governor, with the aid of two advisers learned 
in the law, to be selected by him in each case; 
the testimony in the original case to be pre- 
served read in full by such board; addition- 
al or extenuating evidence to be beard orally by 
the board. after notice to the Judge and State’s- 
Attorney by whom the cause was tried, and after 
publication in the county where the offense was 
committed; a pardon to be granted by a major- - 
ity vote of such board. 

When a person charged witha capital offense 
uitted upon the ground of insanity, he 
be confined in an iusane asylum for life.
